F ilm star, raconteur, singer, come¬ 
dian, and writer Michael Greer 
died at Riverside Hospital in 
Southern Cali¬ 
fornia on Sat¬ 
urday, Septem¬ 
ber 14.

I ’ ove changes everything” was the 
theme for the 15th annual Leather 
Walk from the Castro to the South of 
Market area last Sunday, September 
rifl 22. Spearheaded for the second year 
in a row by Sandy “Mama” Reinhardt and 
her big “family of boys and girlsf -pledges 
and donations for the AIDS Emergency 
Fund and the Breast Cancer Emergency 
Fund exceeded all expectations as scores of 
leather people made the three-mile trek. Ap¬ 
proximately $43,007 was raised during the 
walk itself and the subsequent auction. 

The Leather Walk kicked off Leather 
Week in San Francisco. The highlight of the 
week, of course, is the 19th annual Folsom 
Street Fair this Sunday, September 29. 

At last Sunday’s walk, the musical rendi¬ 
tions by Brian Benamati, Donna Sachet, T.J. Ist- 
van, Sheba, and Berlin accompanied the 
marchers - some 300 strong - who were es¬ 
corted by members of the San Francisco Police 
Department and dozens of motorcycles. Pho¬ 
tos were snapped all along the way to the first 
pit stop, the Loading Dock, and then the Pow¬ 
erhouse, and lastly, the San Francisco Eagle. 

There are so many people to thank for 
their dedication, hard work, contributions 
and services, it would be impossible to list 
them all but they were publicly thanked by 
both Mama and Ray Tilton, who had a lot of 
input in producing another tradition we have 
all grown to love. Cash pledges and donations 
for the walk totaled $30,000.

Fed guidelines hamper 
leather outreach efforts

A s the Stop AIDS Project 
works to bolster its out¬ 
reach to the leather com¬ 
munity, its efforts are facing road¬ 
blocks from federal guidelines at¬ 
tached to its funding. 

Due to the Helms Act, passed 
in 1992 by Congress, the project’s 
programs and materials cannot 
promote sexual activities and 
must adhere to local standards if 
they are funded with federal dol¬ 
lars. Since nearly 80 percent of its 
funding comes with the anti-sex 
stipulations, the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject is limited in the types of pro¬ 
grams it can offer. 

Further hampering its ability 


to reach the leather community is 
the increased scrutiny the agency 
has received from federal inspec¬ 
tors over the last year. Twice with¬ 
in a 12-month period federal in¬ 
spectors audited the agency to en¬ 
sure it was not promoting sex 
through its programming and 
outreach efforts. The result, said 
project officials, has been in¬ 
creased scrutiny of its programs 
on a local level as well. 

All of the agency’s promotion¬ 
al and event materials must be ap¬ 
proved by a local materials review 
committee. The committee mem¬ 
bers are anonymous and the 
process is overseen by the city’s 
Office of AIDS. 

“The kinds of promotional 
language that would in the past 


have gotten 20 to 30 guys at an 
event, the local review committee 
has not approved,” said David 
Evans, the project’s program di¬ 
rector. 

While it awaits a report from 
the latest round of federal ques¬ 
tioning it underwent in August, 
the agency is taking steps to in¬ 
crease the amount of unrestricted 
funding it receives. By doing so, 
the project’s staff hope to be able 
to program the kinds of creative 
workshops they know will be ef¬ 
fective at combating the transmis¬ 
sion of HIV. 

“With money from the com¬ 
munity, we can address the com¬ 
munity’s needs. We can use the 
language we are used to and the

Erotic publishing panel on Friday

H H ow did a thriving gay porn 
jWl industry come to exist just 
m i 10 years after the United 
States Postal Service sought to have 
the first gay press banned because 
of the word, “homosexual”? More 
than 40 years after the historic 
Supreme Court decision allowed 
that press to continue, is the cen¬ 
sorship battle over, and does cen¬ 
sorship come mostly from without 
or within the queer community? 
Who produces the images of queer 
sexualized bodies and fantasies, 
and how do they get consumed? 
Why do we desire what we desire? 

These questions and more will 
be addressed at “Being Obscene: A 
Panel of Pornographers,” hosted 
by the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Historical Society 
this Friday, September 27, from 6- 
8 p.m. at the LGBT Community 
Center at 1800 Market Street. 

The panel discussion will fea¬ 


ture pioneering erotic photogra¬ 
phers Tom Bianchi and Tee 
Corinne, joined by editors Susie 
Bright and Heather Findlay of On 
Our Backs magazine and Jack 
Fritscher and Robert Davolt of 
Drummer magazine. 

Bianchi will focus on the sig¬ 
nificance of Out of the Studio, his 
controversial coffee table book 
from the early 1990s that put 
overtly gay male images into the 
mainstream. Corinne will provide 
a crucial look into how she was in¬ 
volved with the first publishing of 
explicit sexual images by and for 
lesbians that occurred in the 1970s 
and 1980s. Bright, co-founder and 
the first editor of On Our Backs, 
will discuss the women’s commu¬ 
nity’s entrance into sexual mater¬ 
ial, and Findlay, the magazine’s 
current publisher, will address the 
magazine’s revival and financial 
success. Fritscher, founding editor 
of Drummer, and Davolt, its last 
editor and publisher, will high¬ 
light how the leather magazine 


birthed alternative erotic images 
and publications and became the 
center of a cultural phenomenon. 

Opening the panel will be histo¬ 
rian Willie Walker, who will discuss 
the popularity of physique photog¬ 
raphy after World War II and the 
ensuing battles to ban those male 
images. The panel will look at free 
speech, the human sexuality move¬ 
ment, and the motivating forces be¬ 
hind the community-based pub¬ 
lishing of erotic images and ideas. 

The panel marks the opening 
of “Discovering Passions, Evolving 
Bodies,” a two-site exhibit hosted 
by the historical society that looks 
at the crucial role of queer period¬ 
icals between World War II and 
the World Wide Web in helping to 
mass circulate self-produced im¬ 
ages and words for an emerging 
mass movement. The exhibit runs 
from September 27-November 15 
at San Francisco Main Library’s 
Hormel Center and at the histori¬ 
cal society, 973 Market St., Suite

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Police arrest suspect 
in grisly gay murder

S an Francisco Police are in¬ 
vestigating a gruesome 
murder case involving a 37- 
year-old San Francisco man who 
met his alleged victim in a bar in 
the Castro before allegedly mur¬ 
dering him and leaving his dead 
body in a bathtub in the victim’s 
home for several weeks. 

James McKinnon was arrested 
on September 13 in the Civic Cen¬ 
ter Hotel on 12th Street in San 
Francisco and charged with mur¬ 
dering 56-year-old Gary Lee Ober. 
Police say Ober met and befriended 
McKinnon in the Pendulum bar 
before allowing McKinnon to stay 
with him in his home in the Glen 
Park neighborhood. Neighbors first 
noticed Ober’s absence around the 
first part of August. McKinnon told 
neighbors that Ober was away on a 
gay cruise and that he was watering 
the plants while he was away, ac¬ 


cording to police. 

On September 10, police were 
called to Ober’s home after neigh¬ 
bors noticed a foul odor coming 
from the residence. McKinnon 
wasn’t there, so with the assistance 
of the San Francisco Fire Depart¬ 
ment, police broke into the home 
where they discovered Ober’s 
body in a bathtub. Investigators 
say his date of death hasn’t been 
established but he had been dead 
for “several weeks.” His body was 
found covered in baking soda in 
an apparent attempt to cover up 
the odor. McKinnon was arrested 
three days later. Police are not dis¬ 
closing how Ober was killed. 

McKinnon and Ober were reg¬ 
ulars at the Pendulum. Bartender 
Jim Lord told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that although McKinnon 
generally seemed like a nice guy, he 
had been acting strangely in the 
days while Ober was missing. An¬ 
other bartender, Darren Jacques, 
recalls that during that period, 


McKinnon appeared uncharacter¬ 
istically somber and upset at times. 

Jacques also recalled an inci¬ 
dent involving McKinnon and 
Ober in which the pair argued 
over money. Jacques said Ober 
cashed a check for McKinnon but 
McKinnon was upset because he 
thought at first that Ober wasn’t 
going to give him the money. 

McKinnon was being held in a 
section of the San Francisco 
County Jail on 7th Street that is 
reserved for psychiatric patients 
but this week he was transferred 
to the main jail on the 6th floor of 
the Hall of Justice. McKinnon’s 
preliminary hearing has been 
scheduled for October 17. 

Police declined to release McK¬ 
innon’s mug shot because they say 
he’s being investigated for an un¬ 
related criminal case that will in¬ 
volve witness identification. That 
case involves alleged abuse of an 
older man who was in McKin¬ 
non’s care, according to police. T

Lesbian helps collar 
library-book slasher

T he San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary book slasher John 
Perkyns, who pleaded no con¬ 
test last week to destroying or dam¬ 
aging more than 600 gay and lesbian 
books in the library’s collection, was 
caught through a combined effort of 
police, library security personnel - 
and one lone librarian who, unpaid, 
spent her Sunday afternoon staking 
out the stacks of the main library’s 
reference room. 

Perkyns was sentenced last 
week to five years’ probation. He 
must stay away from all city li¬ 
braries, pay $9,600 in restitution, 
and undergo counseling. 

The vandalism had been going 
on for a year and a half when 
Nancy Silverrod, who is a lesbian 
and works at the main library as a 
reference librarian, decided to do 
something about it. 

“I’d been mad about it for 
some time,” said Silverrod about 
the vandalism that was reported 
in the Bay Area Reporter when it 
started occurring early in 2000. “It 
really makes me crazy that people 
steal and damage library books. I 
had a personal anger that people 
in the community were being de¬ 
nied information that I relied on 
when I was a teenager and was 
coming out as a lesbian.” 

After a rash of vandalism in 
April 2001, Silverrod decided to 
simply sit and wait in the refer¬ 
ence room for the slasher - who 
had made a habit of defacing 
books on gay and lesbian subjects 
by cutting slashes and cat eyes in 
them and then, in some, inserting 
religious material he had cut from 
other books, or in some other 
cases, inserting advertisements for 
a Christian radio station in Oak¬ 
land. He would then drop the 
damaged books under the bottom 
shelves of bookcases around the 
library - sometimes along with 
copies of this newspaper. 

“My partner mentioned to me 
that she might help. I thought,

‘That’s something I could do on a 
couple of hours on my day off. 
Eventually we might catch them.’ 

“It was early afternoon. I just 
came in with a book I’d been 
reading. There are some tables 
you can sit at where you can keep 
an eye on the shelves.” 

Silverrod lucked out on her 
first day. “I don’t remember but it 
wasn’t a really long time before he 
came along. 

“I might not have paid any at¬ 
tention. He was dressed in a 
brown jacket. He doesn’t stand 
out but he had this hot pink book 
in his hand. He lifted the shelf and 
stuck the book under it. 

“We’d been told not to ap¬ 
proach him because he might 
have razors in his hands,” she said. 
So Silverrod called security. “They 
came running up with sticks. 
They told him to put his hands on 
the table. He didn’t do it. They 
pushed him into it and they took 
him down to the security office. 

“It’s great. I totally didn’t ex¬ 
pect it,” she added. 

But Perkyns’s attorney, Steven 
Naratil, doesn’t think that his 
client is the only person who did 
the vandalism. 

“There’s at least one other per¬ 
son out there,” said Naratil. “To 
claim that Mr. Perkyns is the only 
one responsible is inaccurate, and 
[the district attorney] knows it’s 
inaccurate.” 

Naratil cited a composite 
sketch of a book slashing suspect 
which the Police Department is¬ 
sued in April 2001 that looks 


nothing like his client. 

Jim Van Buskirk, head of the li¬ 
brary’s Hormel Gay and Lesbian 
Center, said that the library has 
been often hit by homophobic 
vandals. Tables have the words 
“kill faggots” on them. 

“If anyone comes into the li¬ 
brary and rides the elevator, three 
of the four cabs have ‘HIV’ slashed 
into their walls,” said Van Buskirk. 

Hundreds of other gay- and les¬ 
bian-themed books have been slashed 
by a vandal with a completely differ¬ 
ent pattern. This person would cut 
out the first couple of pages and the 
bar code, so the staff could not prop¬ 
erly check out the book. 

Naratil said that he doesn’t think 
some of the books that his client 
slashed, including titles like Faggot 
Sex, Jesus Acted Up: A Gay and Les¬ 
bian Manifesto , and True Tales of Se¬ 
duction belong in a public library 
collection. “There’s a larger question 
whether these books should be 
available to everyone, where chil¬ 
dren can go in,” he said. 

To this, Van Buskirk said, “I 
have a T-shirt which says, ‘My li¬ 
brary has something to offend 
everyone.’ It’s about freedom of 
information. For any individual or 
group to assign themselves the 
task of saying this shouldn’t be 
available sounds like fascism. 
There might be a book that I 
might not like, but it’s not my 
right to say that someone should¬ 
n’t have access to that material.” 

By the library’s counting, 
about $26,000 worth of books 
have been damaged or destroyed. 
Perkyns will pay only $9,600 in 
restitution because the prosecutor 
could not prove that he did all of 
the damage. 

Some of the books will be easy 
to replace. The library has dupli¬ 
cates of some others. But, accord¬ 
ing to Assistant District Attorney 
Sam Totah, “There are going to be 
books that are irreplaceable. You 
can’t put a price on them. The 
books will never be seen again in 
the main library. He’s been an ef¬ 
fective censor.” T

O n Tuesday, September 24, 
agents of the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration raided 
the medical cannabis garden of the 
Shelter from the Storm dispensary 
in San Diego. The federal agents 
cut down and removed about two 
dozen plants. 

Shelter from the Storm director 
Steve McWilliams is a member of 
the San Diego Medical Marijuana 
Task Force, which is working to 
devise a city-approved cannabis 
distribution system such as San 
Francicso’s patient identification 
card system. Shelter from the 
Storm was operating in accor¬ 
dance with the task force’s draft 
guidelines. 

For the third time in as many 
weeks, Americans for Safe Access 
called for protests at local federal 
government sites the day following 
a medical cannabis raid. In San 
Francisco and Oakland, protests 
took place Wednesday at the citys’ 
respective federal buildings.

MDMA pills in his car. While Zee 
was out on bail for that arrest, 
narcotics officers had placed him 
under surveillance. They then ob¬ 
tained a search warrant for Zee’s 
apartment on the 800 block of 
Waller Street. Officers had to use 
a battering ram to enter the apart¬ 
ment. 

Inside, the cops found 800 tabs 
of ecstasy, a large quantity of 
GHB, $200,000 worth of crystal 
methamphetamine, and $316,000 
in cash. They also searched a stor¬ 
age locker Zee had rented on 
Geary Boulevard and found an¬ 
other stash of cash totaling 
$350,000. 

“I would think this was a fairly 
large dealer in San Francisco. Nu¬ 
merous people phoned up there 
to the location while the officers 
were in the house,” said Captain 
Tim Hettrich, head of the Police 
Department’s narcotics division. 

San Francisco police arrested 
Zee on August 22, then on Sep¬ 
tember 19 Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration officials revealed they 
had tied Zee into a nationwide 
ring of suspected Internet drug 
dealers. The DEA netted 115 peo¬ 


ple in the investigation, dubbed 
Operation Webslinger, who were 
caught selling GHB online. 

“His name was mentioned in 
some documents that were seized 
by the DEA,” said Hettrich. 

San Francisco handed Zee over 
to federal authorities, and he is 
awaiting arraignment on federal 
drug charges that could send him 
to prison for 10 years. ▼

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Taking back the House 


T wo heroes of the LGBT community - 
U.S. Representatives Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) and Barbara Lee 
(D-California) - were in town over the 
weekend. Frank, who is openly gay, and Lee, 
who has long been a friend to the LGBT and 
HIV/AIDS communities, used the opportu¬ 
nity to raise some needed cash for congres¬ 
sional candidates in the November election, 
when Democrats hope to take back control 
of the House of Representatives. Right now, 
the Democrats are only six seats shy of tak¬ 
ing back the House and, as Frank told an 
audience of about 60 LGBT activists and 
gay-friendly supporters at a house party, it 
would make a big difference in the fight for 
equal rights for all. 

“If the Democrats take oyer, we’ll get a 
hearing,” Frank said, referring to his long- 
stalled bill to change the federal classifica¬ 
tion of marijuana so that doctors can write 
prescriptions for it much as they do for 
morphine and other powerful drugs. 

Frank was critical of those who believe 
there is no difference between the Democ¬ 
ratic and Republican parties (in the last 
presidential election Green Party candidate 
Ralph Nader was able to use that argument 
which basically delivered to us George W. 
Bush as president). “Don’t tell me there’s no 
difference,” Frank said. He pointed out that 
party control is vital to the LGBT commu¬ 
nity. “When Nader said there was no signif¬ 
icant differences, he was saying that GLBT 
issues are not significant,” Frank said. 

If the Democrats take back the House 
and current Minority Leader Dick Gephardt 
(D-Missouri) runs for president, we are 
likely to have our own Nancy Pelosi as 
speaker. Pelosi, currently minority whip, is 
the highest-ranking woman in Congress, 
and her progressive stand on AIDS and 
other issues means that there most assured¬ 
ly would be hearings on bills like the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act and 
Frank’s medical marijuana bill. 

If the Democrats win control and 
Gephardt chooses not to run for president, 
he likely would become speaker of the House 
and Pelosi would move up to become major¬ 
ity leader. That’s not a bad possibility either. 
“If Nancy Pelosi is majority leader, we’ll 


vote and pass ENDA,” Frank said. “We’d 
make real progress on this.” 

And if the Republicans maintain con¬ 
trol? Well, as Frank pointed out, we’ll 
be likely stuck with the homopho¬ 
bic Tom DeLay of Texas. You can 
bet he would not hold hearings , 
on ENDA or anything else that 
would help gays achieve equality. 

Why is all of this important? 

Well, for one thing, redistricting has left 
Oakland’s Lee with about 115,000 new 
(and potentially more conser¬ 
vative) voters in her redrawn 
district. She has opposition 
this year, primarily because of 
her courageous stand last year as being the 
only representative to vote against using 
military force in Afghanistan. 

Secondly, we know that Democratic and 
Republican LGBT voters in California are 
not enamored with their choices for gover¬ 
nor. Incumbent Gray Davis has turned off 


voters in droves with his fundraising prac¬ 
tices and LGBT voters aren’t thrilled with 
his reluctance to sign significant legislation 
expanding our equal rights; though he has, 
of course, come through on big items 
such as the state domestic partner 
registry and inheritance rights, for ex¬ 
ample. For all of Davis’s faults, how¬ 
ever, GOP challenger Bill Simon is an 
even worse choice. His flip-flop on 
support of equal rights for gays is 
^ merely the tip of the iceberg, as 
Simon’s past business dealings 
leave him in no position to run 
the state. 

What all of this means, we 
believe, is that LGBT voters might be tempt¬ 
ed to stay home on Election Day, and that 
would be a serious mistake. If nothing else, 
voters should head to the polls in Novem¬ 
ber to vote for their Democratic House can¬ 
didate. While Lee likely will win re-election, 
now is not the time to be complacent. Y 




Leather is many things

W ebster’s Dictionary defines 
“leather” as “animal skin dressed 
for use ... [or] something wholly 
or partly made of leather.” Your elderly Aunt 
Tillie from Topeka knows leather has its 
own wonderful smell and feel. One of the 
nicest things about leather stores is the 
smell. But, anyone who identifies with the 
leather community knows leather is much 
more. What is it about black-dyed bovine 
hide that so enthralls? 

The association with bikers makes leather 
sexy. If you are old enough or are a fan of old 
movies, you may remember James Dean in 
Rebel Without A Cause. Later incarnations of 
this biker image appear in The Great Escape, 
Easy Rider, The Lords of Flatbush, Grease, and 
Happy Days. This stylized and at times san¬ 
itized depiction of leather-jacketed tough 
guys pervades our group psyche bespeaking 
darkly sensual sexuality. If you ride a motor¬ 
cycle, as do I, you need a leather coat, gloves, 
and steel-toed boots to minimize injury, es¬ 
pecially “road rash,” if you go down. But, 
many people who won’t ride a bike wear 
motorcycle jackets. They are reacting to and 
reflecting the tough biker, bad-boy image 
rather than dressing to ride a motorcycle. 
Leather equals biker, biker equals sexy, so 
leather equals sexy. 

The association with forbidden, or at 
least discouraged, sex makes leather a rally¬ 
ing point. Many mainstream gays and les¬ 
bians reject some sexual activities, e.g., fist¬ 
ing, as too extreme. The same appears to be 
true within the straight community. A 
straight acquaintance enjoys being bound 
and flogged by his girlfriend. He is com¬ 
fortable discussing this with me, a gay 
leather man, but not with his straight non¬ 


leather friends. Those who may be consid¬ 
ered sexual pariahs find greater acceptance 
of their kinks within the leather communi¬ 
ty whether gay or straight. Leather is an in¬ 
dicator of kink and, perhaps, its acceptance. 

Leather has an in-your-face aspect and 
appeal. The Dykes on Bikes that begin SF’s 
Pride Parade are perfect examples, though 
admittedly not all self-identify as leather 
folk. Years ago a leather bar banned hoods 
within the bar, a reasonable precaution 
given the possibility of robbery by a 
hooded bandit. Nonetheless, a 
“hood-in” occurred shortly there¬ 
after to the consternation of the bar 
management. I often attend annual 
dinners and similar events in full 
leather. I won’t put on a tuxedo just 
to impress those I don’t know or 
confuse those I do. Others 
attend the symphony, the¬ 
ater, ballet and/or opera 
in full leather, relishing 
the looks and murmurs they evoke. I know 
several men who were rather meek and mild 
when first involved with the leather com¬ 
munity. In time, they became much more 
self-confident in leather - whether as tops 
or bottoms - and out of leather. The in- 
your-face aspect of leather is liberating and 
self-affirming. 

Conversely, leather can be subtle. I met a 
closeted Baptist preacher from Georgia who 
had given himself a Prince Albert. He could¬ 
n’t pierce his ear orTiipples or wear anything 
vaguely leather or gay, but, as he explained 
to me, he knows he has a PA and that he is a 
leather man at heart. I first identified myself 
as a leather man years ago when the only 
leather I had or could afford was a wrist¬ 
band and a leather strip tied in a slipknot 
around my neck. Even though I did not own 
a leather coat, pants, or vest, I was most 


comfortable, if at first a little intimidated, 
with leather folk. In my case, and I think in 
the case of many others, leather involves a 
mindset that best manifests itself when don¬ 
ning the hides. Subsequently I’ve owned 
enough leather to recover a small herd of 
' cattle, but that’s another story. 

You’ll find a leather bar in most major 
U.S., Canadian, European, and Australian 
cities. The leather pride flag is one of the 
most recognizable symbols within the gay 
community and it can be found in small 
towns and cities miles from the nearest 
leather bar or store. As with the greater gay 
community, we are everywhere, 
but as we are fewer in number, 
our leather helps us find one an¬ 
other. 

I live a leather lifestyle year- 
round in San Francisco, 
but this city is famous for 
its acceptance of those 
who march to a different 
drummer. Others are not so fortunate. 
Leather Week and the Folsom Street Fair are 
important for many to know they’re not 
alone in the world or a pervert that no one, 
even their gay and lesbian friends, would 
understand. Revel in your leather and enjoy 
the thousands of others who are doing the 
same. You may find your soul mate, at least 
for the night, in leather. And, if you are a vis¬ 
itor, come visit us at other times too so we 
locals can have a better crack at you and vice 
versa. Y

Hansen articulates her vision and her priorities: 
real city planning, a sensible budget, preserving health 
care, and genuine solutions for housing/homeless¬ 
ness. Each of these is detailed in a separate position 
paper. She recognizes we need solutions, not slogans, 
for housing and the homeless. She also understands 
that sensible budget priorities could preserve funding 
for our fragile neighborhood parks, for our public 
health system and for family support. All of these are 
the real “neighborhood services” and the real issues. 

As for listening and leadership: embracing posi¬ 
tions because of polls is not leading, it’s following. She 
knows that Care Not Cash is a cynical example of fol¬ 
lower-ship, designed to capitalize on our frustrations 
with homelessness without addressing the underlying 
causes. There’s lots of resources out there that tell the 
full story that won’t fit on slick door hangers. Hansen 
has the guts to listen to all voices (not just the alleged 
majority), persuade people if necessary, and then 
build a consensus - but not just jump on the latest 
political bandwagon. That’s what real leadership is 
about.

Since 
Tom Horn, president of the War Memorial Board of 
Trustees, is listed as the B.A.R.’s legal counsel, I was¬ 
n’t surprised. 

Your editorial says that the building was “severely 
compromised” in the Loma Prieta earthquake. So se¬ 
verely compromised that it safely housed the mayor 
and the Board of Supervisors for about three years 
during the renovation of City Hall? 

Yes, the building has a seismic hazard rating factor 
of 3, but so does 101 Grove, which houses the Health 
Department, and 850 Bryant, the Hall of Justice. Both 
buildings are still in full-time use, and also need retro¬ 
fitting. 

You mention all the wonderful performing arts en¬ 
hancements that will be made to the building at the 
taxpayers’ expense. The seismic retrofit and upgrades 
will cost about $89 million. The other $32 million will 
be used to turn our building into an Opera annex, 
with hardly any room for the veterans. 

B.A.R. readers, before you vote, read the ballot 


measure in the voters handbook. It doesn’t even men¬ 
tion veterans. Does this remind you of the Main Li¬ 
brary, which ended up with plenty of space for par¬ 
ties, but not enough room for books?

I read with great interest Paula Martinac’s column 
on the film Possession [“Whose Possession is lesbian 
history?” Lesbian Notions, September 12], which is de¬ 
scribed as a piece about lesbian history. Martinac 
seems to take exception to the fact that one of the 
main “lesbian” characters has a relationship with a 
man, and leaves her female lover for him. The rela¬ 
tionship is described as an “unlikely liaison.” I could 
not quite grasp what made it unlikely, except for the 
portrayal of a lesbian falling for a man. This seems to 
be a stereotypically un-lesbian thing to do; and, al¬ 
though it has been done, I would say that straight and 
bisexual women are probably the most likely women 
to have relationships with men. This leads me to con¬ 
clude that the character, Christabel LaMotte, is prob¬ 
ably not a lesbian at all, but is actually bisexual. Given 
that some bisexual women leave their male lovers for 
women, others leave women for men, still others ex¬ 
plore polyamory, and a great many don’t leave any¬ 
one for the sake of anyone else but themselves, odds 
are high that the turn of events in LaMotte’s life are 
the same turn of events that happen in the lives of 
many bisexual women. 

I understand Ms. Martinac’s point about the reg¬ 
ularity with which films featuring female couples (re¬ 
ferred to in her article as “lesbian couples” - although, 
if one or both are bisexual, that term is inaccurate) 
show the relationship’s dissolution as a result of a man 
entering the picture. I too am dismayed by the lack of 
images of female couples in mainstream films enjoy¬ 
ing long-lasting relationships, without either of the 
women falling for other individuals, male or other¬ 
wise. But I don’t think it’s accurate to characterize the 
women in these films as necessarily lesbian, or, after 
the man comes in, as straight either. Women who re¬ 
late sexually to both men and women frequently refer 
to themselves as bisexual. Please respect this label by 
doing the same.

j ' an Francisco Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, the Democ- 
ratic nominee for California 
secretary of state, is far and away 
the superior candidate in Novem¬ 
ber to replace outgoing Secretary 
of State Bill Jones.

Schwarzenegger and Rob Rein¬ 
er are actually better known and 
more popular than most of Cali¬ 
fornia’s elected officials. 
Schwarzenegger, an actor and reg¬ 
istered Republican, and Reiner, a 
movie director and active Demo¬ 
crat, have been mentioned as pos¬ 
sible future candidates, perhaps 
for governor in 2006. The poll, 
conducted August 23 to Septem¬ 
ber 3 among 350 registered voters, 


found Schwarzenegger was 
known by 86 percent; Reiner by 69 
percent. Fifty-one percent, includ¬ 
ing 42 percent of Democrats, had 
a favorable view of Arnold; he was 
viewed unfavorably by 35 percent. 
Forty percent viewed Reiner fa¬ 
vorably, while 29 percent had a 
negative view of him. 

Speaking of well-funded cam¬ 
paigns, certainly I agree that Cali¬ 
fornia Republicans are really reach¬ 
ing when they continue to criticize 
Gray Davis for his fundraising abil¬ 
ities. I mean, after all, wasn’t it the 
Republicans who so strongly op¬ 
posed campaign finance reform? 
The way I see it, the GOPers are 
pissed only that Davis managed to 
beat them at their own game. 

San Francisco supervisor races 
are heating up with District 8 can¬ 
didate Bevan Dufty piling up im¬ 
pressive endorsements from the 
African American Democratic 
Club, the Chinese American 
Demo Club, the San Francisco 
Building Trades Council, City 
Demo Club, and the San Francis¬ 
co Young Democrats. 

Democratic superstar Barbra 
Streisand is headlining a fundrais¬ 
ing gala this Sunday, September 29 
at Hollywood’s Kodak Theatre 
(home of the Academy Awards) to 
raise big bucks ($4 million expect¬ 
ed) for the Democratic Congres¬ 
sional Campaign Committee. 
Seems Streisand is a longtime 
friend and supporter of Represen¬ 
tative Dick Gephardt (D-Mis- 
souri) and wants to help win back 
the House for Democrats. Numer¬ 
ous other big names on the bill, but 
make no mistake, Streisand is the 
star, and I’m hearing a number of 
well-heeled Democrats from the 
Bay Area will be in attendance. The 
cheapest ticket is $500. 

And hunky actor Ben Affleck 
will appear with his gay male 
cousin in an ad being launched 
this fall by Parents, Families and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays. It 
will be a “beautifully shot portrait 
with a simple line: “Stay Close,” 
said Suzanne Ramos, co-presi¬ 
dent of the New York City PLFAG 
chapter. Ramos said that Affleck’s 
aunt, a PFLAG member, arranged 
the ad with the popular actor. 

Finally, the “Quote of the 
Week” comes from our very own 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), quoted in an 
interview with the Los Angeles 
Times in a lead story last week 
about LGBT activists being split 
and never being quite satisfied 
with our successes in Sacramento 
and elsewhere. Migden, pointing 
out that the only reason Vermont 
gays and lesbians have more rights 
is due to a judicial order (not leg¬ 
islation) said: “You always have a 
naysayer sitting on a perch with a 
mimosa telling you it is not 
enough; we’re out here getting 
these things done, and these peo¬ 
ple are on the sidelines at brunch 
saying, ‘It is not enough.’ Of 
course, it is not enough, but it is 
what we are able to do now.” 
(Migden, one of the ablest legisla¬ 
tors, is, of course, right. She and 
others in the newly-formed Les¬ 
bian and Gay Caucus have done 
good, steady work, and should be 
lauded, not criticized by those mi¬ 
mosa-drinking, brunch-going 
crybabies who don’t appreciate 
how good we are getting it. 
Migden is termed-out of the As¬ 
sembly this year, but just wait 
until Mark Leno and John Laird 
join that caucus.)

September 30, 1955 (47 years 
ago this month): Actor James 
Dean is killed in a collision while 
en route to a road race in Salinas, 
California. 

ames Dean’s premature 
death in a car. crash, after 
having made only three 
movies, transformed the enigmat¬ 
ic young actor into a legend, the 
subject of books, films, and plays. 
Over the years, one of the most 
enduring questions about Dean, 
whose androgynous, almost deli¬ 
cate, looks were alluring to both 
men and women, concerns his 
sexuality - was he straight or gay, 
or did he fall somewhere between 
the two ends of the Kinsey scale? 

One way to address Dean’s sex¬ 
uality is to examine the company 
he kept. An early mentor in his 
hometown of Fairmount, Indiana, 
was the Reverend James DeWeerd, 
minister of the local Wesleyan 
Methodist church. When he knew 
Dean, DeWeerd was in his 30s and 


unmarried, liked poetry and clas¬ 
sical music, and was partial to the 
company of boys. 

The teenage Dean - whose 
mother died when he was 8 and 
whose father abandoned him to 
be raised by an aunt - spent a 
great deal of time alone with 
DeWeerd, which is sugges¬ 
tive of a sexual relation¬ 
ship or molestation. But 
no evidence of either has 
come to light. At Dean’s fu¬ 
neral, however, DeWeerd eu¬ 
logized him as “a boy ... 
who knew how to 
seek counsel from 
men older and wiser 
than himself.” 

In fact, Dean’s success in Holly¬ 
wood, where he relocated in 1949 at 
age 18, did stem in large part from 
the contacts he made with influen¬ 
tial gay men. One of his few docu¬ 
mented homosexual relationships 
was with Rogers Brackett, the so¬ 
phisticated, 35-year-old radio direc¬ 
tor of a prestigious advertising 
agency, whom Dean met in the sum¬ 
mer of 1951 while working as a park¬ 
ing attendant at CBS. At a time when

many radio programs were created, 
written, and cast at ad agencies, 
Brackett was a particularly good per¬ 
son for a struggling actor to know. 

Just two weeks after they met, 
Dean began living with Brackett in 
his Hollywood flat. Brackett used 
his social and professional con¬ 
nections to find Dean work 
, on radio shows like Hall¬ 
mark Playhouse. By Labor 
Day, Dean was also getting 
bit parts in movies. 

Most biographies of 
Dean, including a recent TV 
biopic, acknowledge 
the sexual component 
of this relationship, 
but also claim that 
Dean had sex with Brackett pure¬ 
ly out of expediency - he needed 
acting jobs, and the well-connect¬ 
ed Brackett could get them for 
him. Brackett, however, remem¬ 
bered their relationship different¬ 
ly - although he later said that, be¬ 
cause of Dean’s talent, “my prima¬ 
ry interest in Jimmy was as an 
actor,” he added that “I loved him, 
and he loved me.” 

Later that year, Dean moved 
with Brackett to New York, where 
most radio programs were pro¬ 
duced. There Dean began getting 
television work and eventually 
theater parts, including a pivotal 
role as a gay Arab houseboy in 
Andre Gide’s The Immoralist, op¬ 
posite Louis Jourdan. That, in 
turn, garnered the young actor the 
lead role as Cal Trask in the Elia 
Kazan film East of Eden. 

While in New York, Dean began 
dating a singer-dancer named Eliza¬ 
beth “Dizzy” Sheridan, who seems 
to have been his only serious girl¬ 
friend; he even asked her to marry 
him. Dean confided in Sheridan 
about the relationship with Brackett 
and also said that he planned to end 
it “He did not want to be gay,” Sheri¬ 
dan recalled years later - a telling 
statement that, coupled with the fact 
that he continued seeing Brackett, 
hints at a possible practical side to 
Dean’s romantic involvement with 
Sheridan. Being openly (or even too 
suggestively) gay would have quick¬ 
ly ended his career at that time, 
when gay actors like Rock Hudson 
were being forced into sham mar¬ 
riages to protect their image. 

It’s not surprising, then, that 
when Dean’s movie career began 
to take off, he started appearing at 
Hollywood events with pretty star¬ 
lets on his arm. The press - and his 
studio, Warner Brothers - made 
much of his supposedly passionate 
love affair with the lovely Italian- 
born Pier Angeli, one of the stars 
of The Silver Chalice. But though 
Dean’s colleagues and friends 
maintained that he was heartbro¬ 
ken when Angeli decided to marry 
singer Vic Damone, Dean’s rela¬ 
tionship with Angeli was, she her¬ 
self later said, “all so innocent.” 
Kazan once told an interviewer 
that he “did not think Jimmy was a 
very effective lover with women.” 

Another of Dean’s document¬ 
ed gay relationships was with Jack 
Simmons, a young actor who, by 
all accounts, was devoted to him. 
Because the attachment was kept 
quietly in the background - Dean 
virtually lived with Simmons 
while filming Rebel Without a 
Cause but had his own apartment 
- studio officials did not seem to 
mind. That may have also been 
because the Warner publicity ma¬ 
chine was busily getting articles 
like “The Dean I’ve Dated,” by 
Lori Nelson, into fan magazines. 

Dean took the secret of his sex¬ 
uality to his untimely death, 
which occurred soon after he fin¬ 
ished filming Giant. (His next

§ works, the for- 
profit company that 
has produced high-pro¬ 
file AIDS Rides since 1994, 
leaves a multimillion-dol- 
lar hole in the annual 
budgets of some large gay 
and AIDS nonprofits, a 
gap that may result in 
program cuts or layoffs. 

But the downfall of Pal¬ 
lotta isn’t just a cautionary 
tale for gay and lesbian 
fundraising personnel. The 
AIDS Rides hold an impor¬ 
tant lesson for the rest of us, 
too - we can, and should, share 
in the responsibility of raising 
money for our community and 
our issues. 

The challenge of gay and les¬ 
bian fundraising is a formidable 
one. So much important 
work needs to be done - for 
civil rights, for youth and se¬ 
niors, for AIDS research, for 
healthcare and substance- 
abuse projects, for libraries 
and cultural programs, for 
poor and homeless 
gay people - and 
more and more 
money must 
be raised to fi¬ 
nance that 
work. It’s not 
easy to entice donors, big and 
small, to part with their cash, so 
gay and lesbian fundraisers are 
constantly looking for new strate¬ 
gies, like “gay” credit cards. Eight 
years ago, with so many people 
dying, bike rides for AIDS sound¬ 
ed like - and was - a good plan, 
one that brought in millions of 
dollars gay and lesbian fundrais¬ 
ers would have been hard-pressed 
to find elsewhere. 

Now how will the gay and 
AIDS groups that came to rely so 
heavily on the income from these 
rides pick up the slack? Already 
one of them, the Whitman-Walk¬ 
er Clinic in Washington, D.C., has 
announced a shift to corporate 
donations. We can expect a similar 
strategy from many others, I’m 
sure. This June I attended an an¬ 
nual gay fundraiser in New York 
where, for the first time in that 
event’s history, the exhibits and 
banners of corporate giants like 
JPMorganChase received prefer¬ 
ential, center-stage placement 
over those of community groups 
and businesses. In fact, the bene¬ 
fit looked more like a corporate 
trade show than a gay community 
dinner. 

Of course, I realize that many 
corporations have been leaders in 
providing benefits like domestic 
partnership, have shown generos¬ 
ity to gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions, and are therefore natural 
targets for our groups’ fundraising

efforts in coming years. 

Still, I can’t help wonder if there’s 
a better way to raise money than 
by transforming all our events 
into corporate billboards. 
We’d be smart, I think, 
to take a second look at the 
AIDS Rides. There was an 
important aspect to them 
that’s often overlooked - the 
rides transformed thou¬ 
sands of ordinary people 
into very good fundrais¬ 
ers. When someone com¬ 
mits to rais¬ 
ing $1,500 or 

_ $2,000 or else 

has to donate 
it herself, she becomes very re¬ 
sourceful. She might ask her 
friends first, then her co-workers, 
then her immediate family. But 
eventually she widens her circle to 
include her boss, her chiropractor, 
her next-door neighbor, her ex- 
girlfriend’s new husband, even her 
great-aunt Betty - people who 
probably never dreamed they’d be 
writing a check to a gay commu¬ 
nity center or an AIDS program. 
The AIDS riders’ incredible 
fundraising energy - not Pallotta 
Teamworks - is what made those 
rides great. As Philadelphia Gay 
News publisher Mark Segal wrote 
in a recent editorial, “The riders 
are the true heroes.” 

Unfortunately, most of us still 
believe that we don’t have to take 
part in fundraising for our move¬ 
ment. We believe that other peo¬ 
ple, the ones who are paid for it or 
the ones who are rich, should do 
it, even though we’re all the bene¬ 
ficiaries of that fundraising. In ad¬ 
dition, many of us think we sim¬ 
ply cant fundraise - asking others 
for money dredges up our own is¬ 
sues about money that may be 
class-, family-, or gender-related. 
But as the AIDS riders learned, 
personal “asks,” as such requests 
are known in the philanthropy 
biz, are the most effective means 
of garnering donations. Donors 
respond positively when there’s a 
human face to giving. 

The fact is, we can do it. Twelve

years ago, I was a novice fundrais¬ 
er - I’d just joined the board of 
New York’s gay community center, 
which required each di¬ 
rector to raise or 
contribute a mini¬ 
mum of $2,000 
annually. It 
seemed like a 
daunting task, be¬ 
cause I come from a 
working-class family 
and learned early in 
life never to ask anyone 
for a “handout.” But 
faced with having to 
shell out $2,000 of my own 
money - which I didn’t have -1 
made a list of everyone I 
could think of who might 
contribute and then started 
calling or writing to them. 

To my surprise, most were 
willing to help simply because I 
asked them to. In my first year, I 
raised more than the $2,000 re¬ 
quired and felt an incredible rush 
of empowerment for doing so. 
Which goes to show that you don’t 
need a bike ride to get in touch 
with your inner fundraiser - you 
only need passion and a commit¬ 
ment to the task. ▼

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forums are more effective in get¬ 
ting gay and bi men to be more 
careful and not get infected with 
HIV,” said Jorge Romero-Lozano, 
president of the project’s board of 
directors. 

No where has the censoring 
impact been felt harder than with 
its intervention strategies for the 
leather community. While the 
agency had a booth at this year’s 
Up Your Alley Fair, and will have 
two booths at this weekend’s Fol¬ 
som Street Fair, its Web site makes 
no mention of either event. 

“We were told it is not a good 
idea to do that right now, that it 
would give people in government, 
for example, more fuel against us 
by participating in this ‘out¬ 
landish, deviant’ event,” said 
Romero-Lozano. “The leather 
community, like any other minor¬ 
ity community, doesn’t get the 
same validation outside of the city 
as we give it here in San Francis¬ 
co. We have to walk a fine line, and 
at the same time, be a part of the 
community. So it is difficult to ad¬ 
dress the needs of the communi¬ 
ty” 

In another example of how the 
agency has had to water down its 


approach, a new forum to be held 
in October about rubbers and 
rubbermen had its title edited by 
the local materials review com¬ 
mittee. Instead of the forum’s 
usual “leather fuck” title, adver¬ 
tisements for the event now read 
“leather talk.” 

Another event had to be can¬ 
celed last winter when not enough 
men signed up for the forum. The 
review committee objected to the 
leather fuck title and images that 
the project wanted to use, and the 
agency contends the blander ver¬ 
sion failed to draw a crowd. 

“Every event for leather men 
we have conducted in the past 
year has been edited from what 
the organizers wanted,” said 
Evans. “Since we have had to tone 
them down so much, one of [the 
events] only had five guys.” 

While he is hopeful the next 
leather talk event will draw a 
crowd because it is being hosted 
by Terry Gauchet, a title holder 
within the leather community, 
Evans said the title alone would 
have failed to draw a crowd. 

“Leather talk sounds like 
something on the Oxygen Net¬ 
work or a Lifetime original movie 
starring Jean Smart,” he said. 

Tony Koester, who won the San 
Francisco Leather Daddy XX title 
in July, agreed the toned down

event pitch sounds more like a 
Saturday Night Live sketch than an 
HIV intervention workshop. 

“I am not fond of leather talk. 
It really sounds like I should go 
there dressed like Linda Richman 
clutching my pearls,” said Koester, 
referring to Mike Meyers’s charac¬ 
ter in his SNL “Coffee Talk” skits. 

Koester, who serves on the pro¬ 
ject’s board and helps facilitate the 
leather forums, said the censor¬ 
ship has been frustrating because 
it is impeding on the project’s 
mission to stop the transmission 
of HIV, especially within a popu¬ 
lation that is at great risk of con¬ 
tracting the virus. 

“Each time we are told we can¬ 
not do this or say this it puts these 
men at risk. They don’t have the 
venues to go to and talk openly 
and safely about their sexual prac¬ 
tices,” he said. “We are getting our 
hands tied behind our back when 
we want to go out to the commu¬ 
nity and try to educate the com¬ 
munity.” 

The agency’s frustration level 
with the censorship became ap¬ 
parent earlier this year after the 
leather fuck title had been rejected 
again by the review panel. Instead 
of using a new name, the agency 
decided to let its feelings be 
known. 

“We had one a couple months 
ago where basically all we did was 
take out the word fuck and put a 
red stripe across it that said cen¬ 
sored and that was approved,” said 
Koester. “If we could get nonfed- 
eral funding to do these types of 
events, then we don’t have to deal 
with the materials review board.” 

To boost its unrestricted fund¬ 
ing, the agency is hosting an array 
of events to help it fund raise. A 
music in the park event this past 
Sunday helped raised $600. And 
the agency hopes to raise $50,000 
from its annual prevention awards 
event in October. 

The agency’s goal is to eventu¬ 
ally see its funding split evenly be¬ 
tween federal money and private 
donations. But for now, it has set a 
goal of raising its private funding 
to 30 percent this year. Any in¬ 
crease in private funding helps the 
project plan events it otherwise 
could not host. 

“Take those guys playing on the 
edge. They are a lot harder to 
reach. And if we have to be so care¬ 
ful about the ways that we attract 
them, we simply are not going to 
attract them,” said Evans. “The re¬ 
sult is we simply don’t reach them 
and that is a travesty.” T

Harvey’s, Diesel brighten 
Castro business climate

streets, Diesel also quietly opened 
its doors on Saturday, September 
14. The store is hosting an invite- 
only grand opening party tonight 
(Thursday, September 26) to cel¬ 
ebrate the Italian fashion purvey¬ 
or’s second location in the city. 

The space had been shuttered 
for nearly two years after Bank of 
America and the Gay Men’s Chorus 
moved out of the building. Diesel 
spent most of the summer working 
on the interior of the space and re¬ 
painted the exterior in a quieter 
tone than the old pink. The retailer 
left the building’s brick exposed on 
the inside and added a chandelier 
above the store’s entrance. 

“The response has been great,” 
said Bridget Russo, Diesel’s direc¬ 
tor of public relations. “The space 
specifically for that store is gor¬ 
geous. Architecturally, it is an 
amazing space.” 


A s the city’s downtown busi¬ 
ness district suffers through 
a souring economy, the 
Castro is celebrating the addition 
of several new businesses to the 
district, and a return of a beloved 
watering hole. 

After closing its doors five 
months ago, Harvey’s in the Castro 
quietly reopened its doors on Tues¬ 
day, September 10 with a new look 
and expanded menu. A fire on April 
20 forced the restaurant to go dark 
for most of the spring and summer. 

“I felt like a dingo ate my baby 
being closed on Pride,” said Har¬ 
vey’s general manager Kevin Kropp. 
“Harvey’s, for a lot of people, is kind 
of this anchor. They either start 
here, finish here, or stop here on 
their way. Having it closed just felt 
wrong. It is such a significant cor¬ 
ner. We are glad to be back.” 

Customers of the local land¬ 
mark at 18th and Castro streets 
will find more pasta offerings, 
more salad choices, and newly 
added crab and shrimp dishes, 
along with seven newly hired em¬ 
ployees. Most of the original staff 
has returned to work, and they 
helped get the freshly painted 
Harvey’s open one month earlier 
than expected. 

And neighborhood residents 
have greeted the return of the 
place with open arms. To celebrate 
its reopening, Harvey’s is hosting 
a drag show after the Castro Street 
Fair on October 6. 

“It kind of feels like we came 
home for the holidays. Everyone’s 
been really positive,” said Kropp. 
“It’s been really great for the whole 
staff to work so hard to get it re¬ 
opened and have such a positive re¬ 
sponse. It’s been really wonderful.” 

New store

Offering clothes not to be 
found at its downtown location, 
Diesel aims to cater to the neigh¬ 
borhood’s style and taste. The 
store carries a small selection for 
both men and women, including 
shoes, backpacks, and its signature 
denim jeans. 

“No matter what Diesel store 
you walk into there is a sort of feel 
and image, but we pull from the 
local flavor,” said Russo. “Every 
store is stocked differently. The in¬ 
dividual shopping in San Francis¬ 
co is probably a little different than 
the one in the New York Store.” 

New restaurant 

Over at 2362 Market Street, 
David Weiss is overseeing the final 
touches on his new restaurant, 
Catch, in hopes for an October 8 
opening. He said he plans to have 
his kitchen up and running in two 
weeks so his crew can prepare and 
taste the eatery’s seafood offerings 
such as paella and bouillabaisse. 

Entrees will range from $7 to 
$14 and small plates will cost $4 to 
$8. Most of the menu items will be 
served to customers right from 
the stove in their cooking dishes. 

“I like the presentation. This 
way you get all the flavors and 
juices,” explained Weiss. 

His first restaurant in San 
Francisco, Weiss has owned estab¬ 
lishments on the Peninsula and in 
the East Bay. The former home to 
Harvey Milk’s camera shop, 
Under One Roof, and the Names 
Project offices, the location has 
been completely renovated and its 
facade repaired to its original con¬ 
dition.

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Activists allege homophobia 
in homeless reform measure

upervisor Gavin Newsom’s 
% popular Care Not Cash ini- 
tiative, slated for the No¬ 
vember ballot as Proposition N, 
has been holding steady at a near¬ 
ly 75 percent voter approval rating. 
The measure would cut city wel¬ 
fare - or General Assistance - pay¬ 
ments to more than 2,800 single 
homeless people from about $395 
to $59 per month, and require that 
people receiving GA stay in shel¬ 
ters until affordable long-term 
housing solutions are found. 

While the LGBT community 
remains largely supportive of the 
measure - about half the signa¬ 
tures to qualify the measure for the 
ballot were obtained from District 
8 - other queer activists are begin¬ 
ning to question whether Proposi¬ 
tion N is inherently homophobic. 

“Gavin Newsom wants to take 
away cash from single homeless 
folks; gee who are most single 
homeless folks?” asked Michael 
“Salim” McCarron in the Septem¬ 
ber issue of Street Sheet, the publi¬ 
cation printed by the San Francis¬ 
co Coalition on Homelessness. 

“By most estimates, 40 percent 
of homeless youths are queer,” 
stated McCarron, who also noted 
that in the state of California, 
since there is no same-sex mar¬ 
riage and domestic partnerships 
are not recognized by the welfare 
system “all homeless queers are 
single in the state of California.”

The disproportionate way that 
Proposition N would affect queers 
is not the only thing that bothers 
McCarron, who pointed out what 
other homeless advocates have 
long said: LGBT people often suf¬ 
fer abuse in city shelters. 

Because the homeless will be 
required to stay in shelters to re¬ 
ceive their GA, activist Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca worries that gay 
people who must escape an abu¬ 
sive situation will wind up losing 
their $59 per month. 

“If a queer person in a shelter 
gets raped, beaten, and harassed 
and refuses to go back to that same 
shelter the following night, they 
would get kicked off of GA under 
Care Not Cash,” said Avicolli 
Mecca. “We know this abuse hap¬ 
pens, and for these people to lose 
their GA because of something 
they didn’t do, under any other cir¬ 
cumstances this would be consid¬ 
ered so outrageous and immoral.” 

Jim Ross, the campaign manager 


of Care Not Cash, said that these 
concerns did not take into account 
that potential abusers would be risk¬ 
ing their own welfare checks, thereby 
having less incentive to be abusive. 

“Somebody that harasses 
somebody else in a shelter is com¬ 
mitting a major rule violation, 
which puts their own GA at risk, 
so there’s now a bigger punish¬ 
ment tool for that kind of behav¬ 
ior,” said Ross, noting that New¬ 
som has also separately intro¬ 
duced legislation to the Board of 
Supervisors that increases shelter 
security and safety measures. 

Ross also cited gay community 
support for Proposition N from Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno and the Alice B. 
Toklas LGBT Democratic Club. 

Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano and the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club have 
come out against Proposition N. 

Furthermore, said Ross, the 
goal of Care Not Cash is to get 
people out of shelters and into 
long-term affordable housing. 

“It’s part of the language of the 
bill. The money saved from giving 
out welfare payments has to go 
into long-term housing,” said Ross. 

Nevertheless, someone on GA 
must remain in a shelter until that 
housing is built or becomes available, 
and to people like Avicolli Mecca, the 
lack of protections for LGBT home¬ 
less people is unacceptable. 

“As queers we need to just say, 
‘No,’” he said. “We’re not going to 
participate in this type of abuse of 
our people.” ▼

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Changes proposed for Castro Halloween

M embers of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Late Night Coalition 
are proposing some 
changes to one of San Francisco’s 
biggest unsanctioned street par¬ 
ties, Halloween in the Castro, in 
the hope of returning the event to 
its roots as a celebration of gay 
identity. 

“Last year it was really ugly,” 
said gay event promoter Don 
Spradlin, producer of circuit par¬ 
ties HellBall and ReUnion and one

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of the advocates for a change. “It’s 
not a safe place for gay people 
anymore, and it’s our home.” 

The Late Night Coalition 
members want to produce enter¬ 
tainment, primarily on or around 
Market Street, with the intention 
of drawing out and thinning the 
crowd on Castro Street and, ac¬ 
cording to SFLNC co-chair John 
Wood, “to give the crowd some¬ 
thing to do besides drink.” 

Last year’s party, which police 
estimated was attended by as 
many as half a million people over 
the course of the night, with 
200,000 at its peak, was the most 
troublesome in recent years. De¬ 
spite what police estimated to be a 
slightly decreased attendance, 
mainly attributed to the Septem¬ 
ber 11 attacks, according to Mis¬ 
sion Station Captain Greg Cor- 
rales, last year’s party “was much 
more violent” than any other Hal¬ 
loween in recent memory. 

As it is now, Halloween is the 
city’s largest spontaneous, but 
completely illegal, event. Police 
and officials from the Department 
of Public Works spend weeks 
planning for it. Muni reroutes bus 
service. At present, however, no 
one has applied for any permits 
for this year’s celebration. 

The party has been fueled by 
sidewalk liquor sales by the bar 
and restaurant owners in the area. 
Many of these businesses have on- 
sale licenses which permit them to 
sell liquor for consumption on 
their premises, but most are not 
supposed to sell for take away - so 
these sales are technically illegal. 
According to Deputy Police Chief 
Greg Suhr,“The lion’s share of the 
problems are around alcohol.” 

Last year’s event was also at¬ 
tended by 180 police officers, 
many in riot gear, whose overtime 
bill alone came to about $78,000, 
according to Corrales. In addition, 
the city also paid the bill for an ad¬ 
ditional 33 Department of Park¬ 
ing and Traffic officers and 
$15,000 for private security per¬ 
sonnel to augment the police 
presence. 

Because of concerns about vio¬ 
lence in recent years, merchant 
groups and others have attempted 
to move the party out of the Cas¬ 
tro to the Civic Center. Last year, 
the party there was only sparsely 
attended with, according to police 
estimates, a maximum of 2,000 to 
3,000 revelers. Many observers 
have given up on that idea, which 
Suhr says also drains police re-

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room will seat 40 people, a patio 
area with fireplace will seat 35 and 
sidewalk tables will seat 15. 

“I am planning on doing a ret¬ 
rospective on the building with 
old photos,” said Weiss. 

More changes 

Other changes are in store for 
the Castro as two longtime busi¬ 
nesses continue to finalize their 
plans and obtain required permits 
from the city, and another prepares 
to shut down come next year. 

Cliff’s Variety continues to re¬ 
main in a holding pattern with 
construction on its new store to re¬ 
place its old fabric shop. The store 
had to halt work on the project 
earlier this summer after the city’s 
planning department said it had 
failed to obtain the proper permits. 

The problem occurred after 
construction crews tore down the 
old facade of the fabric shop build¬ 
ing adjacent to the hardware store’s 



sources by requiring cops at both 
locations. 

“There’s no way it’s going to 
end. People are going to come 
here no matter what. We’ve tried 
to move some of the crowd out of 
the Castro. It hasn’t worked,” said 
Barry Hermanson, vice president 
of the Merchants of Upper Mar¬ 
ket and Castro. 

While San Francisco’s Hal¬ 
loween festivities have been cen¬ 
tered around the gay community, 
there has always been a strong het¬ 
erosexual presence. 

“It’s like Mardi Gras in 
Catholic cultures,” said Paul 
Gabriel of the GLBT Historical 
Society of Northern California. 
“It’s been about gender bending, 
fun, and sexual release. San Fran¬ 
ciscans have always identified 
queer people at the center of that 
and wanted to be there with them. 
You can drink a lot and do what 
you feel - but you can put on a 
mask.” 

But gay leaders, like MUMC 
President Patrick Batt, say that the 
straight visitors have over¬ 
whelmed the party. 

“It’s straight people, ‘bridge 
and tunnel’ kids, coming in for no 
apparent reason. It’s not a gay 
event,” Batt said. 

History 

San Francisco’s Halloween cel¬ 
ebrations in the gay community 
began in the 1940s, according to 
historian Gabriel, with good-na¬ 
tured competitions between drag 
queens of the era. Centered 
around the Black Cat bar on 
Kearny Street, costumed drag 
queens would hire busses and 


trucks to make an organized pil¬ 
grimage from gay bar to gay bar, 
mainly in North Beach, vying with 
each other for the most outra¬ 
geous costumes. 

“It was one of the few times 
that gay people could dress up and 
not be punished,” Gabriel said. 

According to Gabriel, laws at 
the time required that cross 
dressers “had to have two pieces of 
same gender clothing.” So many 
gay partygoers wore signs, with 
the Black Cat’s arched-back “chat 
noir” logo on them, that said “I’m 
a boy.” 

When the police closed the 
Black Cat, on Flalloween night in 
1963, and the center of the gay 
community moved to Polk Gulch 
in the early 1960s, the party went 
with it. In the mid-1970s, as more 
and more gay people settled in the 
Castro, the party migrated there. 

Several groups have tried to 
tame the beast as it grew. The Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence tried, 
from 1990-1994. They produced a 
stage, in conjunction with Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, 
with entertainment and a costume 
contest. They requested a dona¬ 
tion for entry and, according to 
organizer Dahn Van Laarz, more 
than paid for their event costs 
every year and returned money to 
several charities. 

“It was very successful,” Van 
Laarz said. 

Ironically, it was that success 
that ultimately ended the Sisters’ 
involvement. “The crowd kept 
growing to an unmanageable size 
and it was becoming an unsafe 
event,” Van Laarz said. “We weren’t 
able to find a way of trying to work 


with the city government. The 
cops were not helpful at the time.” 

Some gay community leaders 
are pessimistic about the 
prospects for a peaceful celebra¬ 
tion in the Castro. When asked 
what his dream for a perfect Cas¬ 
tro Halloween celebration would 
be, MUMC’s Batt said, “No party.” 

But others are more sanguine. 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano said 
he supports the idea of entertain¬ 
ment on the street. His vision, “If 
I could wave my magic wand,” he 
said, “would be big and peaceful, 
with lots of bathrooms, not too 
much booze, and things for kids 
to do earlier in the evening.” 

The shortage of bathrooms has 
been a perennial problem. 
MUMC provided about 60 last 
year, paid for with donations by 
merchants who sold food and 
liquor, but according to Batt, “A 
thousand might not be enough.” 

Supervisor Mark Leno said he 
hopes the merchants and enter¬ 
tainment advocates can work to¬ 
gether. He said he agrees with the 
SFLNC that having entertainment 
on Market Street will help dis¬ 
burse the crowd on Castro and 
make it more peaceful. 

Spradlin said that his vision for 
the evening would certainly in¬ 
clude some kind of costume con¬ 
test. 

SFLNC President Terrance 
Alan said that this year, given that 
Halloween is just over a month 
away, on Thursday, October 31, he 
would like to provide some music 
for dancing “and maybe some art 
on Market Street,” with a vision 
that next year the event could be¬ 
come more formalized. 

Pride Parade Executive Direc¬ 
tor Teddy Witherington cautioned 
that anyone trying to take respon¬ 
sibility for the event, and take out 
city permits for it, would “become 
a target for blame” and would be¬ 
come responsible for the large 
costs of producing it, which he es¬ 
timated at $100,000, including 
city fees, insurance, and portable 
toilets, before “they have even pro¬ 
vided anything for the audience.” 

Ammiano has called for hear¬ 
ings on the subject of Halloween, 
but the only forum currently 
scheduled for community in¬ 
volvement will be at MUMC’s 
next meeting on Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 3 from 9-10:30 a.m. in the 
community meeting room at 501 
Castro Street, at 18th. The public 
is invited. T 


479 Castro Street location. Al¬ 
though Cliff’s Variety owner Ernie 
Asten had told city planners he 
would do just that when he first 
applied for his permits, he said he 
was never told he needed addition¬ 
al permits to take down the facade. 

“The Planning Commission 
approved a second story and ap¬ 
proved a new facade to it that 
matches the style of the adjacent 
building so it will look like one 
building across. They approved 
that in the resolution but it didn’t 
occur to anyone that we had to 
take the old facade down and 
needed a permit,” said Asten. 

Asten reapplied for a supple¬ 
mental permit and expected to 
begin work this month, but he 
said his permit has been lost at the 
building department for the past 
two weeks. 

“Ultimately they will find it,” 
he said. 

The delay in construction has 
caused the store to scramble to 
find space for its Halloween selec¬ 
tion this year. Originally, Asten 
said he had hoped to have the new 


building ready to be used to house 
the seasonal items he had ordered 
in the spring. 

“Now it doesn’t even look like 
it would be there for Christmas,” 
he said of the new building. “We 
lost two solid months.” 

Once completed, the new build¬ 
ing will house fabrics, furniture, and 
designer hardware, such as cabinet 
knobs and upscale light switch 
plates. There will also be offices for 
the store on the second floor. 

“As soon as we get the permit 
we will get back to work so it can 
start to look like something other 
than a hole in the wall,” said Asten. 

Across the street, Valley Pride 
Market at 474 Castro Street is 
preparing to vacate its building 
next year to make way for Super- 
star Satellite Video to relocate 
there from its 18th Street space. 
On December 19 the video store 
is expected to request a change in 
use permit from the Planning 
Commission for the location. 

Having outgrown its current 
space, the video store is looking to 
expand into the larger, more 


prominent Castro address. The 
owner of the video store bought 
the new building this year and has 
already approached business and 
neighborhood groups to request 
support for his plans. 

“We are very excited about get¬ 
ting in there, cleaning it up, and 
making significant cosmetic im¬ 
provements to the building and the 
store front,” said Andrew Sheriff, 
the video store’s general manager. 
“Part of our plans are restoring the 
mosaic and repainting the building 
in a color more complementary to 
the colors in the mosaic.” 

The relocation will enable the 
video store to display more of its 
ever expanding list of titles. The 
store carries Hollywood block¬ 
busters and independent films as 
well as films that are a favorite 
with its mostly gay clientele. 

“We did think if we had to 
move there is no better location 
than that one on Castro Street. 
For our business to succeed, we 
had to stay at the crosshairs of the 
18th and Castro Street intersec¬ 
tion,” said Sheriff. ▼

the community continues to be 
on the forefront of redefining 
roles, relationships, and responsi¬ 
bility. 

“One thing that makes me 
proud is that I’ve noticed people 
in relationships who are also part 
of the leather community tend to 
stay in relationships longer,” said 
Stephen Weber, the reigning In¬ 
ternational Mr. Leather. “They 
may define the boundaries of 
their relationship differently from 
others but they tend to stick 
through things together. I can’t 
help but think it’s the support of 
the leather family that helps to 
make that happen, plus there’s a 
lot of maturity in the leather 
community that I don’t necessar¬ 
ily see in other parts of GLBT 
communities.” 

While emphasizing that all 
communities have their good and 
bad people, Weber said that the 
leather community’s enhanced 
maturity in part comes from ac¬ 
cepting the need for boundaries 
in order to make everything safe, 
sane, and consensual for every¬ 
one. The work it takes to do this 
- all while having fun and main¬ 


taining respect,- may also be a 
part of what Weber sees as a com¬ 
munity with less reliance on party 
drugs, and more of an open mind 
toward all types of people. 

“Part of my platform as Inter¬ 
national Mr. Leather is to help 
fight discrimination within our 
own leather community, around 
race, sex, and age, but also around 
gender identity, body types and 
sizes, and other factors that peo¬ 
ple use to determine what is ‘at¬ 
tractive,’” said Weber. “This is a 
societal problem, and therefore 
the leather community is not im¬ 
mune to this, but I’ve noticed 
much more tolerance within the 
scene for all different kinds of 
people. It’s very encouraging to 
watch us open our arms and 
minds and realize everyone has 
something to offer.” 

Ren Davis Phoenix, 48, a long¬ 
time leather activist and founder 
of the Dyke Daddy, Dyke Diva, 
and Dyke Boy contests, agrees. 

“The leather and SM commu¬ 
nities have always been the evolv¬ 
ing cutting edge of human ex¬ 
pression,” she said, noting that 
when she founded the Dyke 
Daddy contest “it was the first or¬ 
ganized vehicle for male identity 
within women’s circles.”

is what keeps the scene going, ac¬ 
cording to Weber, who credits 
“boys” - people of all genders 
who are often in a submissive re¬ 
lationship with a Mommy or 
Daddy - for “rejuvenating tl\e 
scene and bringing the energy 
back.” 

For Sheila, 70, a longtime 
member of the leather communi¬ 
ty who is known in the scene by 
her first name, determining where 
she belonged among the roles was 
a challenge, and she encourages 
the leather community to “cele¬ 
brate the andro communities as 
well.” 

But as new people continue to 
come into the scene, the old guard 
cautions against not taking the 
time to learn the etiquette and 
one’s own personal limitations. 

“Today people don’t really get 
mentored, let alone have a mas¬ 
ter,” said Sir C, 5 4, a leatherdyke 
who is in from Arizona for Fol¬ 
som. Sir C cited the early com¬ 
munity’s involvement with the 
AIDS epidemic as a factor in its 
continuing concern for safety of 
all kinds. 

For Weber, the community’s 
public education seminars are a 
good step toward educating new¬ 
comers on SM and leather rules, 
but watching younger gay men 
fall into risky sex behaviors is a 
source of frustration. 

“I think we should think about 
going out to the circuit crowd and 
educating them on what hap¬ 
pened to the leather community 
15-20 years ago and just say, ‘Hey, 
it’s not worth it,”’ said Weber. 

While HIV/AIDS does not 
carry the same political energy 
that it once did, the leather com¬ 
munity does remain politicized 
around health issues, and of 
course, freedom of expression. 

For Weber, working with the 
National Coalition for Sexual 
Freedom and organizing around 
the passage of the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act are two 
causes he feels strongly about. 
And his recent move from Texas 
to Washington, D.C. puts him ex¬ 
actly where he needs to be to see 
those efforts through. 

For Davis Phoenix, organizing 
around the recent right-wing at¬ 
tacks of leather events has the po¬ 
tential to bring the leather com¬ 
munity even closer. 

And for people like Mike Mc- 
Namee, owner of San Francisco’s 
Stompers Boots, the leather 
lifestyle is up to the individual, 
and no single political banner can 
encompass the entire community. 

“The outside observer might 
view this population as motorcy¬ 
cle-riding, hard-imaged, leather- 
wearing, tough guys. Others 
would see a fetish driven, sexual¬ 
ly charged, homoerotic emphasis. 
Stompers embraces all these 
views ... and chooses to keep a 
level of mystification and tribal 
energy surrounding the leather 
scene,” said McNamee. “And while 
we prefer not to overly politicize 
our leather lifestyles, we will how¬ 
ever, join forces to battle any chal¬ 
lenges involving the freedom to 
celebrate our lifestyle.” 

When the Folsom Street Fair 
opens its gates again on Sunday, 
there will be countless new and 
returning faces. A mix of tradi¬ 
tion and curiosity, the fair will 
above all encourage all safe, sane, 
and consensual expression. How 
this spirit will evolve in the com¬ 
ing years could surprise and chal¬ 
lenge even the most seasoned of 
leather folk. 

“We’re about power, and as 
humans that can be fearful,” sum¬ 
marized Davis Phoenix. “But we 
can arrive at the logic that we are 
all more alike than different. And 
whatever we try to do as a com¬ 
munity must be based on that 
clarity.” ▼ 
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Judicial nominee divides gay community

he nomination of conserva¬ 
tive legal scholar Michael W. 

McConnell to a seat on the 
10th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
sitting in Denver has generated 
both opposition and support 
within the gay community. The 
nomination was made more than 
a year ago and the Senate Judicia¬ 
ry Committee held a confirmation 
hearing on September 18. 

McConnell played a leading 
role in drafting the appeal to the 
Supreme Court in the case of Boy 
Scouts of America • v. Dale. The 
Court ruled 5-4 that the Scouts, as 
a private organization, had the 
right to discriminate against ho¬ 
mosexuals. However, neither that 
case nor other gay issues arose 
during the Senate hearing. 

McConnell is a professor of law 
at the University of Utah and prior 
to that taught at the University of 
Chicago. He clerked for two high¬ 
ly regarded and influential liberal 
judges, Chief Judge J. Skelly Wright 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia Circuit 
and U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr. He is an ex¬ 
pert on constitutional law, partic¬ 
ularly with regard to religion. 

Many feminist groups oppose 
McConnell because of his person¬ 
al opposition to abortion. Ameri¬ 
cans United for Separation of 
Church and State challenges his 
leading role in breaking down that 
separation. While many activist 
groups oppose him, an unusually 
broad spectrum of conservative to 
liberal legal scholars supports the 
nominee. The American Bar As¬ 
sociation has found him “well 
qualified” to serve on the court. 

The senators’ questions at the 
hearing focused on abortion and 
religion. McConnell said that as a 
judge, he would accept the legal 
principles of Roe v. Wade as out¬ 
lined by the Supreme Court. He 
discussed the difference between 
the role of a professor, which is to 
stimulate thinking, and that of a 
judge, which is to apply the law as 
interpreted by the Supreme Court. 

One exchange at the hearing 
may have an impact on gaining 
equal marriage rights for gays. 
McConnell was asked about 
polygamy, simultaneous marriage 
to more than one person. He said 


that the state did not care if a per¬ 
son had five partners, but if peo¬ 
ple chose to put it into a religious 
context of marriage, the state then 
says no. McConnell found that a 
contradiction and urged the state 
to stay out of people’s lives. 

Opposition 

“McConnell’s role in the Dale 
lawsuit demonstrates a hostility to 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender rights,” the Human Rights 
Campaign declared in a statement 
opposing the nomination. It also 
took him to task for his opposi¬ 
tion to the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act, a leading legisla¬ 
tive goal for HRC. 

“This wpuld be the only civil 
rights law which is preventing 
people from hiring or firing on 
the basis of a moral judgment,” 
McConnell said during a radio in¬ 
terview on National Public Radio 
in 1996. Separately he argued that 
passage of ENDA “contains an ap¬ 
proval of homosexual behavior.” 

“McConnell’s view that gay 
rights conflict with religious 
morality issues raises strong ques¬ 
tions about his ability to distin¬ 
guish intolerance from religious

virtue,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
HRC’s political director. “He 
seems to think that people can 
discriminate with impunity, as 
long as they justify it with reli¬ 
gion.” 

Evan Wolfson had a more nu- 
anced but no less fervent opposi¬ 
tion to McConnell. He was the 
lead attorney with the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund that defended Dale, he now 
leads the Freedom to Marry Col¬ 
laborative working for equal mar-

riage rights for gays. 

“I think that [McConnell] 
thinks that he is reaching objective 
opinions about what he believes 
the proper balance in society 
ought to be, what the proper con¬ 
stitutional law ought to be. That 
he thinks of them as not suffused 
with bigotry, but genuinely a 
product of sincere, rigorous 
thought. 

“But I also think the end prod¬ 
ucts of his views are ferociously 
anti-gay. It’s too easy for him to 
confuse where his religious beliefs 
take him with an objective prod¬ 
uct of intellectual inquiry. 

“Therefore I question as to 
whether he could ever set that 
aside as a judge and not impose his 
personal predilections and out¬ 
comes on the law, even though he 
may think, in good faith, that he is 
doing some kind of true intellec¬ 
tual distancing,” Wolfson said. 

For Wolfson, McConnell’s 
“reasoning comes out extremely 
conveniently where his religious 
doctrine takes him, to the detri¬ 
ment of our equal rights, and be¬ 
yond that, to the detriment of the 
proper protective balance between 
church and state, a balance that 
protects both church and state, 
and certainly protects minorities.” 

Log Cabin support 

A few days before the hearing, 
Log Cabin Republicans was un¬ 
sure if it would endorse Mc¬ 
Connell, said Executive Director 
Rich Tafel. One criterion was a 
meeting with the nominee to dis¬ 
cuss some reservations they had. 
The Department of Justice 
arranged that meeting. 

Tafel said it was off the record, 
as is standard for all nominees 
during the confirmation process, 
so he did not feel comfortable dis¬ 
cussing details of their conversa¬ 
tion. But he left assured that Mc¬ 
Connell was not a homophobe 
and that he would enforce the law 
fairly. And McConnell asked Tafel 
to be his guest the next day at the 
Judiciary Committee hearing. 

Log Cabin Republicans subse¬ 
quently endorsed McConnell. 
“He’s a true civil libertarian who 
adheres to principles regardless of 
politics. We need more judges, not 
less, like him in America,” said 
Tafel in a written statement. 

He called Dale “a tough case. 
The Boy Scouts are wrong in ban¬ 
ning gay leaders from their ranks. 
However, freedom of association 
is a cherished right within the gay 
community. We also don’t want to 
be told who we must accept as 
leaders within our own organiza¬ 
tions.” 

Log Cabin cited McConnell’s 
defense of the right of a gay stu¬ 
dent alliance to meet in Utah pub¬ 
lic schools, his published opposi¬ 
tion to state sodomy laws, and his 
opposition to the impeachment of 
President Bill Clinton as examples 


of his principles of fairness. 

Tafel also had encouraged a 
briefing of the gay press on the 
nominee by a senior member of 
the Department of Justice. The 
on-again, off-again briefing ulti¬ 
mately did not take place because 
of administrative glitches. 

Tafel’s goal in working with the 
administration is to have the gay 
community “completely in the 
loop” on judicial nominations, 
particularly when one arises for 
the Supreme Court. 

Debate over McConnell is tak¬ 
ing place within a broader context 
of all judicial nominations and an 
increasingly ideological confirma¬ 
tion process. T

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LGBT domestic violence on the rise

T he number of nationally re¬ 
ported LGBT domestic vio¬ 
lence incidents rose 25 per¬ 
cent last year, according to data 
gathered by the National Coali¬ 
tion of Anti-Violence Programs, 
released by San Francisco’s Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
on Tuesday, September 24. 


The figures released represent 
the collaboration of 26 communi¬ 
ty-based organizations in nine re¬ 
gions of the United States and are 
likely just a fraction of the actual 
cases of LGBT domestic violence 
that occur each year, since many 
go unreported. Nevertheless, the 
5,046 reported incidents in 2001 
represent a substantial increase 
over the 4,048 cases reported in 
2000. San Francisco had the sec- 
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ond-highest number of cases, 
with 694 reported, about the same 
as in 2000. Nationally, seven mur¬ 
ders were attributable to LGBT 
domestic violence. 

“The numbers testify to the 
magnitude of the problem,” said 
CUAV’s Shawna Virago at the 
press conference announcing the 
increase in incidents. The annual 
report, said Virago, represented 
the community’s “coming out of 
the closet about same-sex domes¬ 
tic violence.” 

LGBT domestic violence sur¬ 
vivors still lack legal protections in 
many states, and police depart¬ 
ments and prosecutors - often 
confused by who would be the 
“aggressor” in a gay relationship - 
often label incidents as “mutual 
abuse,” particularly when a victim 
attempts to fight back. Even in San 
Francisco, as one survivor named 
Michael testified, it can be difficult 
to seek and receive protection 
when an abuser is the same sex as 
the victim. 

“There is an unwillingness to 
take it seriously,” said Michael, who 
declined to give his last name, de¬ 
scribing his past year of threaten¬ 
ing phone calls and beatings, unre¬ 
turned phone calls from the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office, and police re¬ 
luctance to issue and enforce a re¬ 
straining order. Michael’s abusive 



partner was finally arrested for at¬ 
tempted shoplifting, and sentenced 
to 45 days in jail based on his as¬ 
saulting strangers in the process. 

District Attorney Terence Hal- 
linan was scheduled to make an 
appearance at the news confer¬ 
ence, but instead sent a represen¬ 
tative to read a statement. Ten per¬ 
cent of the district attorney’s do¬ 
mestic violence cases are from 
LGBT victims, Hallinan’s state¬ 
ment said, and more training to 
recognize aggressors is necessary 
at all levels, including within the 
police department. 

Domestic violence can take 


many forms, noted the report) in¬ 
cluding physical assaults but also 
threats to reveal secrets such as 
HIV status; calling a partner 
names; isolating a partner from 
family or friends; withholding fi¬ 
nances; sexual assault or manipu¬ 
lation; threatening suicide or 
harm if a partner decides to end a 
relationship; or using facets of 
identity including race, gender, 
class, ability, or education level to 
demean, insult, isolate, or other¬ 
wise oppress a partner. 

Several groups were on hand to 
offer their support to the LGBT 
community, including the Asian 
Women’s Shelter and WOMAN, 
Inc. Together with CUAV, these 
organizations work to empower 
victims, help victims file restrain¬ 
ing orders and seek other protec¬ 
tions, and follow victims’ cases to 
ensure their safety, and where pos¬ 
sible, legal justice. T

China frees outspoken AIDS doc

| H fter withstanding a torrent 
jpHg of criticism from the inter- 
mm national science, human 
rights, and AIDS communities for 
26 days, Chinese officials abruptly 
released Dr. Wan Yanhai from cus¬ 
tody Friday, September 20. Wan, 
China’s best known AIDS expert, 
had been detained in a secret lo¬ 
cation since August 24, apparent¬ 
ly for posting a classified govern¬ 
ment document on an Internet 
Web site. 

The document was embarrass¬ 
ing to the Chinese government 
because it revealed that the abnor¬ 
mally high HIV infection rate 
among farmers in the Henan 
Province was due to unsanitary 
blood transfusion techniques - 
but in a twist, the people who had 
been infected were blood donors, 
not recipients. Shortly after post¬ 
ing the document on the AIDS in¬ 
formation site AIZHI.com, Wan 
disappeared, prompting such 
groups as the Committee for the 
Protection of Journalists and the 
New York Academy of Sciences 
(which, despite its name, is an in¬ 
ternational group of some 23,000 
scientists) to write to the Chinese 
government demanding his re¬ 
lease. 

It was not the first time Wan 
had infuriated officials. Although 
married, the doctor is among the 
more visible activists for gay rights 
in China and was the host of a 
Beijing-based radio show for gay 
men - now estimated by the Chi¬ 
nese Ministry of Health as num¬ 
bering between 2 million and 8 
million - until the government 
forced it off the air. Ten years ago 
he established “Men’s World,” a 
program to teach gay men about 
HIV and other health issues, 
which authorities closed down the 
following year. At the same time, 
they accused Wan of promoting 
homosexuality and supporting 
prostitution, because of his advo¬ 
cacy for the civil rights of sex 
workers.

AIDS activists held demonstra¬ 
tions on three continents to con¬ 
demn Wan’s detention. Protesters 
hurled fake blood at the Chinese 
embassy in Paris; Hong Kong 
demonstrators marched through 
the streets; and ACT UP members 
in New York joined with Amnesty 
International and Human Rights 
Watch members to picket across 
the street from the Chinese Con¬ 
sulate, holding signs that read “Si- 
lence=Death” in English and Chi¬ 
nese. 

The next day, without com¬ 
ment from the Chinese govern¬ 
ment, Wan was released. His wife, 
Su Zhaosheng, confirmed to the 
media that she spoke with Wan, 
and a note on the ACT UP/New 
York Web site stated that one of 
that group’s members had also

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someone living with AIDS. 

In addition to the opportunity

spoken directly to the doctor, who 
said only that he had been held 
somewhere in Beijing. 

Wan’s wife spoke briefly at the 
U.S. Conference on AIDS that 
took place in Anaheim, California 
last weekend. “Normally, I talk 
with my husband every day but 
suddenly I couldn’t reach him at 
home or on his cell,” she said, re¬ 
ferring to his August disappear¬ 
ance. “I am very, very happy that 
he has been released and look for¬ 
ward to seeing him. From speak¬ 
ing with him, I think that he will 
be coming to the United States in 
late October.” 

The decision to release Wan 
likely was based on simple eco¬ 
nomics. Activists repeatedly 
pointed out that the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment has a pending request to 
the United Nations Global Fund 
for AIDS for $90 million, and 
questioned whether it was wise to 
invest so much money in a coun¬ 
try that would imprison its fore¬ 
most expert on the disease. In ad¬ 
dition, Chinese president Jiang 
Zemin plans to visit the United 
States next month, and the scien¬ 
tific community had called upon 
President Bush to demand an end 
to Wan’s detention. 

Wan has reportedly expressed 
contrition for posting a document 
that was classified, but has also 
said his detention would not deter 
him from carrying on his work to 
fight AIDS in China, which is ex¬ 
pected to have 10 million cases of 
HIV infection by the end of the 
decade. T

James E. Castle 
of San Andreas, 
Calaveras County, 
died September 12, 
2002 in Sacramento 
from complications 
of hepatitis B. He 
was 46. 

Born July 9, 
1956 in Ft. Worth, 
Texas, Castle moved 
to San Francisco in the 1980s from New 
Orleans where he lived after graduating 
high school in Michigan in 1974. 

Castle was, according to his friends, 
an intriguing man with an intriguing 
past. Self-educated, he was intellectually 
demanding, and intensely curious. 

He lived a number of different lives, 
taking him from one great extreme to 
another. Castle lived much of his life on 
the edge, eschewing social roles and 
constrictions. When it was time, he bat¬ 
tled and conquered his personal 
demons. 

A very private man, he was involved 
in the community, tutoring adults and 
serving on the Board of Directors of the 


Calaveras Adult Tutoring Program. He 
wrote in his journal that he wanted to 
inspire people, and did. 

He finished his life raising goats and 
reflecting on life in the hills of Calaveras 
County where he lived with his partner 
Matt Greenwood. They spent more than 
four years together on the 15 acres they 
bought outside San Andreas, raising 
Nubian goats and weaving themselves 
into the local community. 

Castle was a man of many passions 
and found and created art in much of 
what he encountered. He crafted intri¬ 
cate, often startling collages, refinished 
antiques, collected art glass, clocks and 
wrote. 

Castle is survived by his partner in 
life, Matt Greenwood, many friends in 
San Francisco, the Sierra foothills, and 
across the United States.

Noonan recalls 
Michael coming up right away 
with the voice of Mona and the 
rest is history. His Mona Lisa take 
became legendary; his act was 
constantly updated, with funnier 
and funnier remarks added. To 
the day he died, he and Mona 
were fast friends. He did many 
other famous impersonations and 
voice overlays for stars like Bette 
Davis when they Were unavailable, 
but Mona was his and his alone. 

Mr. Greer started to tour 
around New York and other cities 
along the East Coast to great ac¬ 
claim and success. And like so 
many others before him, he went 
to Hollywood seeking a career in 
show business.

The film was made in Canada and 
was very well received and it is still 
one of the funniest gay spoofs 
ever; still available on video, it is 
highly recommended. Mr. Greer 
plays a drag housekeeper who 
runs a gay apartment complex. He 
rents to some guys who he thinks 
are gay at first, but turn out to be 
draft dodgers from the Vietnam 
War - the plot goes uproariously 
downhill from there. 

Then came a starring role in 
the New York production of the 
play Fortune in Mens Eyes, direct¬ 
ed by Sal Mineo. A major first for 
gay history, Mr. Greer also starred 


in the 1971 film version directed 
by Harvey Hart. Both the play and 
the movie are lasting testimonials 
to Mr. Greer and Mineo. 

In Hollywood, Mr. Greer put 
together a show called “Jack and 
the Giants.” It was among the very 
first drag shows that featured live 
voices (not lip-sync) in comedy 
skits with singing and dancing. 
The show came to San Francisco 
and performed at the 524 Club 
(the old Paper Doll) on Union 
Street in North Beach. It was a 
funny fast-paced show that also 
included his Mona Lisa mono¬ 
logue. From the 524, they went on 
to the Fantasy Club downtown 
and had a long, successful run. 

In later years Mr. Greer did a 
lot of writing for stars like Carol 
Lawrence, Bette Midler, and Deb¬ 
bie Reynolds. He even was an 
opening act for Debbie Reynolds 
in Reno. He entertained on cruise 
ships, emceed many dinners and 
continued his own singing and 
comedy act. 

Mr. Greer is survived by a sister 
and brother, and many friends. A 
memorial is planned for the near 
future. 

Mr. Greer was a fine human 
being, a man to look up to and 
will always be remembered by 
those who knew and loved him. 
As Mona would say, “Ciao, 
Michael.” T 


San Diego pot 
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tients and advocates gathered in 
Sacramento to protest the federal 
government’s stepped-up cam¬ 
paign against medical marijuana 
patients, growers, and providers in 
the state, and to call on state legis¬ 
lators to defend California’s med¬ 
ical cannabis law, Proposition 215. 
Protesters came to Sacramento 
from throughout the state. 

After a noon rally on the state 


Capitol lawn, some 250 demon¬ 
strators marched to the federal 
courthouse a few blocks away. 
Twenty-nine protesters sat down to 
block the building’s doors and were 
arrested; all were later released. 

The protest was originally 
scheduled to coincide with the sen¬ 
tencing date for medical marijua¬ 
na patient and grower Bryan Epis, 
who faces federal charges. Howev¬ 
er, the sentencing was delayed. 

In solidarity with the Sacra¬ 
mento protesters, various actions 
and vigils took place across the 


state and around the country. In 
the Bay Area, a large banner was 
hung last Friday on Treasure Is¬ 
land over the west-bound Bay 
Bridge tunnel reading “Save Med¬ 
ical Marijuana.” 

In Washington, D.C., two med¬ 
ical marijuana advocates chained 
themselves to the White House 
fence and were arrested. The D.C. 
activists were also upset that a fed¬ 
eral appeals court last week 
blocked an attempt to place a 
medical marijuana initiative on 
the ballot in that city. ▼

“I enjoy swimming,” he 
said, “but I also need it. It’s not 
just recreation. It’s a necessity. 
This is a community resource for 
the public good.” 

McKenna took copious notes 
on the public comments, and said 
he hopes to enact some of the sug¬ 
gestions. 

“The junior lifeguard program 
should be reintroduced,” McKen¬ 
na suggested. “We need to meet 
scheduling needs efficiently.” 

The main problem was the de¬ 
pletion of reliable hours for the 
various citywide pools. Some crit¬ 
icized a statistics spreadsheet that 
was handed out as being inaccu¬ 
rate, and possibly being reduced 
to justify facility reductions. 

“It’s not about pitting one 
community against each other,” 
said one senior citizen. “But I real¬ 
ly question your figures.” 

With cuts in early morning 
and afternoon lap swims, “When 
are working people supposed to 
be able to swim?” asked a Mission 
father, as his small child toyed 
with the microphone. 

Michael Frank, director of fi¬ 
nance, having only assumed his 
position in May, admitted to being 
“relatively new,” but laid out a 
bevy of statistics claiming that 
since the public facilities were not 
making money, and the city bud¬ 
get is “on hold,” the proposed 
schedule changes would take ef¬ 
fect. He cited a $10.2 million 
shortfall, mostly from a lack of 
municipal funds, tourism, and the 
closure of golf courses as the main 
reasons for the funding shortage. 

All equipment purchases have 
been put on hold. The depart¬ 
ment is still looking for certified 
lifeguards, and had applications 
on hand at the meeting. They are 
also developing an aquatics pro¬ 
gram manager position. 

By reducing maintenance fees 
and hours, Frank cited a potential 
savings of $1.8 million. The incor¬ 
poration of $2.3 million in avail¬ 
able alternative funding may stem 
what he cited as rising costs. 

Comparing a public facility to 
an organization that is supposed 
to rake in millions in profit didn’t 
sit well with devoted swimmers. 

Tsunami member Chris Hall 
reiterated his group’s input, in¬ 
cluding financial contributions to 
Rec 8c Park through sheer num¬ 
bers, yet he noted that “Hamilton 
Pool has cut 40 percent of its 
available time.” 


After the meeting, Tsunami’s 
Martel added that they may be 
able to improve limited hours 
through some negotiation. 

Others directed their thoughts 
to the panel, including one senior 
who’s been swimming for 40 
years. “We are a loyal, passionate 
people,” she said. 
“We need to reorga¬ 
nize aquatics. It’s not 
rocket science.” 

The schedule will be 
changed by the first week of 
October, after community 
suggestions.

Drop kicked 

Economics are also wreaking 
havoc with plans for future sport 
inclusion. The International 
Olympic Committee is consider¬ 
ing dropping either Greco or 
freestyle wrestling from the 2008 
Beijing Olympic Games. 

Baseball, softball, and modern 
pentathlon have three months left 
to save their sports from being 
dropped. Ballroom dancing, surf¬ 
ing, and bowling are out, accord¬ 
ing to the Associated Press. 

The IOC executive board dis¬ 
cussed an internal report last week 
proposing the biggest shakeup in 
the sports program ever. The re¬ 
port proposes adding golf and 
rugby, but only if the sports’ top 
athletes take part. 

Golf, which was in the 
Olympics in 1900 and 1904, was 
proposed for inclusion in the At¬ 
lanta Games, but was blocked due 
to controversy over the exclusion¬ 
ary membership policy of the Au¬ 
gusta National Club. 

The executive board will meet 
in late November in Mexico City. 
The board will then make recom¬ 
mendations to the full IOC ses¬ 
sion. The IOC board rejected ap¬ 
plications of 14 sports seeking a 
spot in the Olympics: ballroom 
dancing, surfing, bowling, bridge, 
chess, billiards, squash, water ski¬ 
ing, and racquetball. 

The last time a sport was re¬ 
moved from the Olympics was in 
1936, when polo was dropped. 
Greco-Roman wrestling, a disci¬ 
pline of wrestling along with 
freestyle, has been in the Olympics 
since 1896. 

The commission report also 
recommended exclusion of either 
Greco-Roman or freestyle 
wrestling, citing “low public and 
media comprehension of differ¬ 
ences between the two disci¬ 
plines.” 

Clue to the Olympic bureau¬ 
crats: the media only goes where 
you lead them. Also, in Greco, they 
don’t roll around on the mat. 

Pacific overtures 

What sports will remain, or be 
reinstated post-China, in 2012, 
when San Francisco aspires to 
host the Olympics? 

Some gay sports leaders are 


getting behind the bid, having ap¬ 
parently put aside grievances (or 
memory?) of the vulturish lawsuit 
waged by the U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee against Gay Games co- 
founder Tom Waddell up to the 
brink of his death. 

As clearly pointed out in the 
B.A.R. letters column last week by 
reader Jerome Szymczak, “The 
USOC owes the sizable 
lesbian/gay and straight-but-not- 
narrow communities here an 
apology for its past ruthlessness.” 

But if San Francisco can’t be 
counted on to keep eight public 
swimming pools open now, how 
can it host the Olympics in 2012? 
Why not call it what it will be, the 
Stanford-Palo Alto Olympics?

For Francois 
Ozon, eight 
is enough 

Dream cast of French divas 

* 8 Women by David Lamble 

T he last time Francois Ozon talked about one of his films in San 
Francisco, a near-riot broke out at the Roxie Cinema, where 
several female members of the audience took exception to a 
short film of his ( See the Sea ) in which a scruffy young woman 
backpacker terrorizes a young mother and her infant son. Ozon at 
the time was bemused that a slight Hitchockian exercise could so 
rile an American audience. Fie felt that the American women were 
reading something into his film that he had not intended. 

“There is no lesbian relationship between the women, but the 
American lesbians recognized and identified with the stranger girl, 
and they don’t like the image of this woman because it’s not posi¬ 
tive,” Ozon said. “But I didn’t want to make a lesbian film, I just 
wanted to make a story about a criminal female.” 

Two years later, Ozon returns with 8 Women , a film containing 
eight possibly criminal females and one very dead man, and this 
time the riot is taking place in film columns from coast to coast. 
While a male critic for the New York Times hails 8 Women as a “deca¬ 
dent delight” and a “guilty pleasure,” a female reviewer for the Los 
Angeles Times labels it a “sour... genre pastiche [that turns into a 
cinema] catfight.” 

The new film was originally supposed to be a remake of the 
George Cukor’s bitchfest comedy The Women, based on the Clare 
Boothe Luce play in which an all-female cast spends 132 minutes 
of screentime reading each other to filth about the men in their 
lives, whom you never see. When Ozon discovered that the rights to 
The Women had been bought as a vehicle for Julia Roberts and Meg 
Ryan, he acquired permission to film an obscure ’60s French play, 

8 Femmes, by Robert Thomas, a writer whose previous claim to 
fame was the sale of one of his plays to Hitchcock. 

In shooting The Women in 1939, Cukor assembled a dream cast 
never before and never again attempted. The names still have power 
all these years later: Joan Crawford, Norma Shearer, Rosalind Rus¬ 
sell, Mary Boland, Joan Fontaine, Paulette Goddard, Lucile Watson, 
Marjorie Main, Virginia Weidler, Phyllis Povah, Ruth Hussey, Mary

Views to a bridge

M ost of us hunger after the sublime. 
We want ineffable, transcendent 
moments to pull us out of the 
stressed mundane. In an. increas¬ 
ingly fractured time like ours, these may be 
even more desirable, and necessary, than 
ever before. Some try to reach these states 
through artificial means like drugs, or drugs 
added to a natural high, like sex. But the pa¬ 
tient, focused act of just looking, of being to¬ 
tally, completely present, can often speak 
volumes, and its yield often surpasses the ex¬ 
pected. Who hasn’t been startled by a face or 
a sudden close-up of hands? 

Richard Misrach’s current show of pho¬ 
tographs, taken from his Berkeley Hills 


home, as well as pictures of street people he 
took in the 70s, take the pure, unadulterated 
road, or perhaps I should say unprocessed, 
documentary approach. His Berkeley Work, 
which continues at Berkeley Art Museum 
until October 13, seems to come out of an al¬ 
most ’60s aesthetic of leaving things alone 
and just looking.

'The Full Mont/ at the Orpheum Theatre

n real estate, it’s location, loca¬ 
tion, location. In the arts, it’s 

often expectation, expectation, 
expectation. 

Take the case of The Full Monty, 
now at the Orpheum in a touring 
production. I got to see the musical 
in New York, and was sort of 
amused and sort of disappointed 
because it didn’t match the hype, a 
mea culpa part of my theatergoing. 
Heading to the Orpheum with 
lowered expectations, it was much 
easier to hook into the musical’s 
goodtime energies. Same show, 
different reaction. And what a sub¬ 
jective business this really is. 

“Same show,” but we know that 
not all touring editions are created 
equal. The traveling Full Monty is 
better than most at generating 
Broadway-caliber energies. In¬ 
deed, the cast features several per¬ 
formers with notable Broadway 
credits, including Cleavant Der¬ 
ricks (a Tony winner for Dream- 
girls ), Robert Westenberg (promi¬ 
nent in Into the Woods and The Se¬ 
cret Garden ), and Carol Woods 
(the recent Broadway revivals of 
One Mo ’ Time and Follies). 

The increasing distance be¬ 
tween the musical and the British 
movie from which it was adapted 
can be another reason for improv¬ 
ing reactions. With the film fresher 
in mind, Terrence McNally’s Amer¬ 
icanized adaptation seemed broad 
and obvious, and nowhere more 
than in a gay subplot that had 
evolved from sweet to mawkish. 
David Yazbek’s score may be crude¬ 
ly melodic and lyrically simplistic, 
but it works in the moment in the 
musical’s world — which lies with¬ 
in the city limits of Buffalo, NY. 

You probably know that the 
story is about a bunch of laid-off 
lugs who relocate their self-esteem 
and make a fistful of dollars by 
emulating the Chippendale 
dancers. Their leader is a divorced 
father, behind in his child-sup- 
port payments, who has recruited 
this merry band of novice strip¬ 
pers for a one-night-only perfor¬ 
mance of supposedly “real men” 
ecdysiastics. 

There is one area in which the 
musical does outdo the movie. 
Watching, live, a group of per¬ 
formers who don’t look like 
dancers work their way from im¬ 
possible klutzes to one-night su¬ 
perstars is more effective because 
it is unequivocally unedited. 
Choreographer Jerry Mitchell’s 
unfrilly steps maintain the illu-

sion of this transformation while 
still cranking up the necessary 
chorus-line excitement. 

The big payoff for the guys’ fic¬ 
tional audience, which turns out 
to include their wives, ministers, 
and mothers, is that moment 
when they go full monty — when 
they shed their little posing 
pouches. It’s a tease for real-life 
audiences as well, because of an 
expertly timed flash of light a 
split-second after takeoff time. On 
Broadway, you could catch a 
glimpse before being temporarily 
blinded. Not so at the Orpheum, 
where the flash comes a split-sec¬ 
ond earlier, perhaps in deference 
to the more tender sensibilities of 
the really regional audiences. 

But certainly not San Francis¬ 
co. Don’t let this one shortcoming 
keep you away from the fun of The 
Full Monty. There are no guaran¬ 
tees in this business, but it’s a safe 
bet you’ll be happier at 10:30 p.m. 
than you were at 8 p.m. ▼

im Miller has been telling 
tales on himself for 20 years, 
and still he hasn’t run out of 
stories. While his latest solo ven¬ 
ture, Body Blows, recycles some of 
his previous personal/universal 
riffs on growing up gay in Ameri¬ 
ca, it is capped with a wonderful 
new piece of material that could¬ 
n’t be imagined if it wasn’t true. 

For those who have been fol¬ 
lowing Miller’s saga through his 
evocative stand-up musings, you 
know that he was one of the “NEA 
Four” who were struck down by 
the Supreme Court, and that he 
has a lover named Alistair Mc¬ 
Cartney whose student visa is 
running out. Miller has made it 
quite clear that he’d rather give up 
America than Alistair. 

The coda to the excerpted 
scenes from My Queer Body, 
Naked Breath, is a section that re¬ 
calls Miller and McCartney’s re¬ 
cent pilgrimage to Niagara Falls. 
They are there to rub their own 
noses in the heterosexual marital 
privileges represented by the hon¬ 
eymoon capital. “I am stuck in an 
abusive relationship with the 
United States,” he says. 

The ironies and metaphors 
pile up as they stand on the Rain¬ 
bow (!) Bridge connecting the US, 
which doesn’t recognize their 
eight-year relationship, and Cana¬ 
da, one of every other Western 
country that has passed laws that

Julie Wilson continues at the 
Plush Room, 940 Sutter St., 
through Sept. 29.

A t the age of 77, Julie Wilson 
Jot now has few peers who still 
perform as cabaret vocalists; 
only Barbara Cook and Blossom 
Dearie come to mind. And on 
opening night at the Plush Room, 
Wilson greeted an audience of 
friends and admirers who under¬ 
stand this may be their last chance 
to see her in San Francisco. The 
last time I saw her perform here 
was in 1987, and she betrays no 


signs of aging. Julie Wilson re¬ 
mains the same charming, ele¬ 
gant, enthusiastic performer she 
has always been. 

Wilson’s current show opens 
with Dorothy Fields’ “On the 
Sunny Side of the Street,” and 
continues with a tribute to com¬ 
posers from the first half of the 
20th century. Exceptions to this 
rule are two selections written by 
Amanda McBroorrt (“Reynosa” 
and “Dreaming”) and Stephen 
Sondheim’s “I Never Do Anything 
Twice.” 


Throughout the evening she is 
supported by her pianist, Mark 
Hummel, who also provides able 
vocal assistance to Wilson on 
duets. 

No singer has the same voice at 
77 that she had at 27, and Wilson’s 
instrument and presentation have 
aged in the typical fashion. Her 
pitch and phrasing now recall the 
deep, throaty delivery of Alberta 
Hunter, who toured America one 
last time in the 1980s, when she 
was 84. But Hunter’s metier was 
bluesy R&B vocals, and Wilson de¬ 
livers popular standards with a 
sleek, refined style that Hunter 
never attempted. Wilson brings 
wonderful energy to the stage, dis¬ 
playing the sort of cock-eyed op¬ 
timism that is infectious. She’s still 
a girl from Omaha who happened 
to end up on Broadway, and when 
she forgets a lyric or loses her place

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accommodate gay relationships. 
Miller doesn’t need to add much 
of his verbal filigree to capture the 
symbolism of a tug-of-war on the 
bridge between policemen from 
the two countries. A bagpipe or¬ 
chestra adds a final note of surre¬ 
alism. 

Perhaps because this is the 70- 
minute show’s only new material, 
and because it directly relates to 
Miller’s current affairs, Miller per¬ 
forms it with a spark even 
brighter than his vigorous deliv¬ 
ery of tales ranging from his first 
boy-date in Orange County to a 
brief sex-charged carpentry career 


in Manhattan. 

Miller’s brand of performance 
requires considerable self-absorp¬ 
tion, a sense that the universe is 
putting on a show in which he can 
be the observant star. But the suc¬ 
cess of Miller’s approach is his 
ability to pull us into his universe, 
where, even if the details are dif¬ 
ferent, we can recognize our own 
instincts, urges, and emotions. T

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Trailblazing at Davies 

SF Symphony is off to a strong start

he first month of the new 
San Francisco Symphony 
m season culminates this week 
with performances of the Mahler 
Third. The latest installment in the 
ambitious “live” recording project 
of all nine in the mighty canon, it’s 
the kind of “event” concert that 
has made Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas both a local draw 
and an international star. 

That is not to say that earlier 
concerts in September have not 
been satisfying. Actually, they have 
been very much to this listener’s 
taste and equally characteristic of 
MTT’s unerring sense of musical 
architecture. The blend of old fa¬ 
vorites with newer, less frequently 
performed pieces makes good 
musical sense, and there’s always a 
feeling of compatibility. 

Last week brought a perfect 
example of good programming 
logic. Three highly agreeable per¬ 
formances of innovative works all 
contrasted to brilliant effect. Of 
course, Beethoven’s Third Sym¬ 
phony Eroica is hardly as startling 
today as it must have been to au¬ 
diences in 1805. Still, it was con¬ 
sidered a “higher plateau” and 
even “bizarre” at the time. 

More than a century later, 
Aaron Copland’s Symphony for 
Organ and Orchestra prompted 
Walter Damrosch, the conductor 
of the premiere, to make a semi- 
serious disclaimer to the aston¬ 
ished crowd. “If a gifted young 
man can write a symphony like 


this at 23, within five years he will 
be ready to commit murder.” 

Neither Beethoven nor Cop¬ 
land ever killed a soul, but they did 
boldly blaze new trails in music, 
and hearing these seminal works 
side by side was illuminating. 
Tilson Thomas has plenty of ex¬ 
perience with both composers, 
and it showed in confident and 
sometimes thrilling performances. 

The concert opened with Lou 
Harrison’s brief but enchanting 
Parade. Commissioned for MTT’s 
first season in San Francisco and 
considered a “fanfare,” the piece 


quickly displays all of the beloved 
West Coast composer’s Pacific 
Rim influences. The gamelan- 
tinged orchestration for percus¬ 
sion, and the alternating use of 
strings as rich carpeting and pi¬ 
quant chamber soloists, delight 
the ear and bring a smile. The 85- 
year-old writer may live in Aptos, 
but he is a citizen of the world.

David Higgs was soloist in the 
Organ Symphony, making us 
wish the great Ruffatti of Davies 
Hall were put to use more fre¬ 
quently. His playing made the 
piece seem almost a concerto. The 
orchestra’s response to their con¬ 
ductor confirmed Copland’s sym¬ 
phonic intentions. It still sounds 
contemporary after 77 years, but 
scarcely life-threatening. 

The Eroica received a note-per¬ 


fect and warmly attractive reading 
that, nevertheless, was only fitfully 
moving. Tilson Thomas was an 
early advocate of “authentic” 
Beethoven performance, recording 
all nine symphonies with a cham¬ 
ber-sized orchestra, albeit with 
modern instruments. He seems 
less concerned now with authen¬ 
ticity than with coaxing sweet tone 
and disciplined response. 

The horns played better than 
anyone could have expected, and 
the string section displayed a lovely 
bloom. I doubt the composer ever 
thought his break-out score would 


sound this pretty, but it proved 
MTT is demanding and getting 
unanimity from his players.

Ringing Bell 

The previous week brought vi¬ 
olinist Joshua Bell back to Davies 
after his solo appearance with the 
SFS at Yerba Buena Gardens in a 
free concert commemorating 
September 11. 

Bell is a happy phenomenon 
— gifted, handsome and charis¬ 
matic. He also is maturing well, 
and the promise of his early career 
is proving to be no mere stroke of 
luck. The Violin Concerto by 
Samuel Barber seems custom- 
made for his gratifying mixture of 
poetry and strength. I have heard 
rougher versions that damped 
down some of the sentimentality, 
but Bell managed to balance lyri¬ 
cism with pyrotechnics, and the 
results were brilliant. 

That evening began with 
Stravinsky’s Le Chant du rossignol, 
supposedly as shocking in its day 
as the same composer’s more fa¬ 
mous Rite of Spring. It certainly 
managed to upset some rather 
vocal Symphony subscribers re¬ 
cently. How delighted Stravinsky 
would be to know that his music 
could still shake ’em up after all 
these years. 

The conservative listeners were 
later soothed by the generous 
tunefulness of the Barber Concer¬ 
to and, after Carl Ruggles’ short 
but difficult Evocations, 
Tchaikovsky’s Serenade for 
Strings. 

Early in October, MTT will 
premiere his own concerto for 
contrabassoon, Urban Legend. To 
continue the practice of giving the 
patrons their money’s worth (and 
something for everyone), the con¬ 
cert will include Ein Heldenleben 
by Richard Strauss. T

Under 
heartwarming music, every mod¬ 
ern president after FDR is pic¬ 
tured as all buddy-buddy with the 
Saudi royals except one: Bill Clin¬ 
ton. Hey, the war is beginning to 
look a whole lot like a commercial 
for the GOP fall campaign. 

But we’re especially sensitive to 
publicity, and sometimes must se¬ 
quester ourselves in a no-ad zone. 
New Yorker writer Tad Friend’s 
current expose on Hollywood 
publicists and their fiendish ways 
is refreshingly honest as these 
things go. He gives the goods 
about journalists being black¬ 
balled by p.r. kingpins like Pat 


Kingsley for asking probing 
questions. There are rules. “Never, 
for instance, ask Arnold 
Schwarzenegger if his father 
was a Nazi; don’t quiz Eddie 
Murphy about the night the po¬ 
lice stopped him for picking up a 
transsexual hooker on Santa 
Monica Boulevard,” etc.

symphonies by my number-one 
favorite living Mahlerian, Claudio 
Abbado, the Third and the Ninth. 
I forgot to mention, the one time 
I did have an “I wish I had been 
there” experience was, while I was 
still living in Lao, reading about 
MTT’s putatively shattering 
Mahler 9 a couple of years back. 
The one I heard him conduct at 
the Mahler Festival the summer 
before I decamped was good 
enough for me. Still. At this mo¬ 
ment, I hardly feel cheated. 

The La Transfiguration contin¬ 
ues my personal favorite “cycle in 
progress” of the major Messiaen 
big-orchestra pieces, by Myung- 
Whun Chung, this time with the 
Orchestre Philharmonique et 
Choeur de Radio France. The 
work, whose premiere came in 
1969, predates St. Francis by a 
decade. It is no less inspired a 
work, which isn’t saying much, 
since Messiaen mined one of the 
richest veins of sustained inspira¬ 
tion of any composer In history. 
(Blame it on God.) The hits kept 
on coming, and at an almost un¬ 
precedented consistency of musi¬ 
cal quality. But there was always a 
sense, with any new Messiaen 
piece, that the composer was 
“just” transcribing transmissions 
from the beyond. Like the other 
pieces of its type, La Tranfigura- 
tion, while composed for enor¬ 
mous musical forces, mostly 
sounds like the most intimate of 
chamber works, as it sonorously 
evokes one of the most mysteri¬ 
ous passages in the Gospels in 
Messiaen’s characteristically mys¬ 
tical ways. One listens in awe at 
the composer’s own awe. 

This performance is one of 
sustained rapture and, well, trans¬ 
figuring. What I’ve always loved 
about Myung-Whun Chung’s 
Messiaen is the early ideal balance 
he strikes between the music’s 
evanescent beauties and the al¬ 
most Stravinskian primitivism 
that crashes in upon it like ... 
well, whatever you think it’s like. 
The cry of the Divine seems a 
likely explanation to me. 

Since so much of the music is 
also vocal and choral, a better 
companion piece for St. Francis is 
hard to imagine. 

Command performance 

While I’ll await the CD of 
MTT’s Mahler 3 eagerly, I won’t 
feel deprived in the meantime. 
Abbado’s two-CD set (a new re¬ 
lease, but actually recorded live in 


London on October 11, 1999) is 
the finest recording of this sym¬ 
phony in my experience. The 
cliche about the piece is that it is, 
besides adventurous and gor¬ 
geous, long, unwieldy, undisci¬ 
plined and lax in construction. It 
can seem all of those things in 
lesser interpretations. But Abbado 
and the Berlin Philharmonic ap¬ 
proach the piece with such com¬ 
mand of its disparate elements 
that nothing seems superfluous or 
even overlong. I’ve heard perfor¬ 
mances (like the first Bernstein, 
the beginning of my lifelong love 
affair with Mahler) where the ca¬ 
dence to the final movement felt 
longer than some complete 
Haydn symphonies. While this 
one doesn’t break any speed 
records, it all seems to be going 
somewhere — as opposed to try¬ 
ing to go somewhere but not yet 
knowing quite how — and in¬ 
deed, the whole symphony un¬ 
furls in one long, ineluctable arc. 


It’s a little late in the critical 
day to be saying that I heard 
things in this recording I’ve never 
heard in the symphony before, 
but it’s the plain truth, and the 
first listening was an utter revela¬ 
tion. The several subsequent ones 
have only revealed “more where 
that came from.” The solo mezzo- 
soprano “Urlicht” movement, su¬ 
perbly sung by Anna Larsson, fea¬ 
tures one of those effects one 
hears only in the rarest of perfor¬ 
mances. You simply can’t tell ex¬ 
actly when the sound emerges out 
of the silence from which it 
comes, or precisely when its final 
fade ends. The timing of this re¬ 
lease should put even MTT on his 
toes. 

I’ll just say two words about 
the live Ninth: get it. It’s every¬ 
thing I’ve ever wanted in a Ninth, 
and I’d be happy to throw all my 
other recordings, except maybe 
the Boulez, away. This is music¬ 
making at its most towering and 
moving. ’Nuff said. ▼

The one thing I thought might 
pull me back again was the new 
Messiaen St. Francis at the Opera. 
It’s the one piece of music I’d like 
to “be in the room with” before I 
die — and I always thought it be¬ 
longed in, of all cities, San Fran¬ 
cisco. I was grateful that Lotfi 
Mansouri kept his mitts off the 
piece. But regime change at the 
War Memorial sounded promis¬ 
ing. So I thought and thought 
about it, especially given the fact 
that, had I attended the North 
American premiere, I could also 
have heard MTT’s Mahler 3 — 
the first Mahler symphony I ever 
heard, this time performed by one 
of my favorite Mahlerians — in 
the deal.

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High-flying femme 

Renee Fleming returns to her roots

Renee Fleming: Bel Canto 
Orchestra of St. Luke's, Patrick 
Summers cond. (Decca) 

f any recital could establish so¬ 
prano Renee Fleming as sub- 
1 stantially more than a gor¬ 
geous woman with a beautiful 
voice handicapped by a lack of in¬ 
terpretive insight, this generous 
disc of well-loved and lesser- 
known bel canto scenes by Belli¬ 
ni, Donizetti and Rossini will do 
the trick. Playing it through, it’s 
clear that Fleming possesses the 
vocal and emotional range, flexi¬ 
bility, ana timbre required to give 
voice to the high-flying femmes 
who dominate the early 19th-cen¬ 
tury Italian repertoire. 

In singing bel canto, Fleming 
returns to her roots. The soprano 
made her professional debut in 
1986, not in a lyric role such as the 
Countess in Mozart’s Le Nozze di 
Figaro, but as the coloratura Kon- 
stanze in Salzburg’s Landsestheater 
production of Mozart’s Die Ent- 
fuhrung aus dem Serail. Though 
many lyric soprano debuts fol¬ 
lowed, bel canto performances 
continue through Autumn 2002 
Paris and Metropolitan Opera ap¬ 
pearances in Bellini’s Ilpirata. 

Fleming offers far more than 
merely beautiful singing. A case in 
point is the final sleepwalking 
scene and uncharacteristically 
happy conclusion to Vincenzo 
Bellini’s La sonnambula. The voice, 
tinged with pathos, immediately 
impresses with the gravity of 
Amina’s sorrowful plight. The en¬ 
tire grab-bag of coloratura tech¬ 
nique, including grace notes, 
roulades, trills, and endless varia¬ 
tions, seems at the soprano’s dis¬ 
posal. As Amina awakens from 
sleep to find herself surrounded by 
villagers and fiance rejoicing in her 
innocence, her vocal color con¬ 
vincingly shifts from pathos to joy. 

The challenger 

Are comparisons to recorded 
performances of the greatest col¬ 
oraturas of the last 50 years and 
beyond in order? Fleming throws 
down the gauntlet by writing in 
her liner notes, “When Callas, 
Sutherland, Caballe and Sills 
began reviving these [bel canto] 
operas, they were extensively cut, 


damaging continuity and under¬ 
mining the larger musical concep¬ 
tion. Work on original material 
has shed much light on how indi¬ 
vidual vocal lines should be orna¬ 
mented. On this recording, the 
performance practice was deeply 
influenced by the pioneering 
work of Dr. Philip Gossett, who 
composed much of the ornamen¬ 
tation of the vocal line. 

“The highly ornamented ver¬ 
sion of the cabaletta [“Ah! Non 
giunge” from La sonnambula] 
which is printed in most current 
editions was actually added to the 
score by an unknown hand. The 
original manuscript demonstrates 
that Bellini wrote a much less 
florid melody, which should only 
be ornamented when repeated.” 

Sounds great. But what do we 
actually hear? First, a version of 
the lyrical “Ah! non credea mirar- 
ti” so sweetened with high-lying 
ornaments that the fundamental 
pathos of Amina’s predicament is 
undermined; then, a cabaletta 
that, if initially faithful to Bellini’s 
writing, nonetheless lacks the 
sheer brilliance of Sutherland or 
the weight of Callas. In fact, as one 
compares performances by these 
singers and the others Fleming 
mentions, one senses that gay con¬ 
ductor Patrick Summers inten¬ 
tionally holds back in the orches¬ 
tral climaxes because Fleming’s 
voice cannot emit blazing final 
notes capable of cutting through 
instruments going full blast. 

When we turn to “D’amor al 
dolce impero” from Rossini’s 
Armida, we discover truly revela¬ 
tory singing. Caballe recorded this 
tour deforce on her early Rossini 


Rarities disc, while Callas left live 
documents of her ’52 Florence 
May Festival and ’54 San Remo 
performances. Both older sopra¬ 
nos sing with unmatchable force 
and forward momentum. But the 
sorceress Armida begins singing, 
“Nature always submits to the 
gentle commands of love,” not to 
knock our socks off, but rather to 
enchant Rinaldo into exchanging 
his weapons for the garlands of 
love. Here, Fleming succeeds. 
Only in her voice do we find flir¬ 
tation, charm, and smiling tone. 
She does at one point sound a bit 
more like Blanche DuBois than 
Armida, but hers is a performance 
to listen to again and again. 

As for the other scenes on the 
disc, Fleming’s “Bel raggio lus- 
inghier Dolce pensiero” from 
Rossini’s Semiramide cannot ap¬ 
proach the brilliance of either 
Sutherland or Callas, but it’s an 
absolute success in its own right. 
The final scene from Bellini’s Ilpi¬ 
rata, a Callas specialty, lacks the 
authority La Divina brought to 
this music, but is sung with far 
more freedom and ornamentation 
than Callas could offer later in her 
career. The final scene from 
Donizetti’s Lucrezia Borgia, the 
very music in which Caballe made 
her unscheduled 1965 American 
debut, is not of the showstopper 
variety, but nonetheless impresses. 

As for the joyful scena from 
Donizetti’s Maria Padilla, Flem¬ 
ing’s vocalism is so lovely and 
brimming with health that all one 
can do is be thankful for her many 
gifts, and hope for the opportuni¬ 
ty to hear her perform the music 
live. ▼ 
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Cinematically gay in Bombay 


'Queer Bollywood' clips show at the Jon Sims Center for the Arts

t’s the biggest film industry in 
I the world. The candy-floss ro¬ 
mances and social melodramas 
churned out by India’s dream fac¬ 
tories seem to have something for 
everyone — action, family strife, 
long-lost brothers, and lovers 
uniting, separating and reuniting, 
all to a stirring soundtrack. Some¬ 
thing for everyone — except, it 
seems, the queer ones. Storylines 
are resolutely heterosexual — or 
are they? “The point about Bolly¬ 
wood [as the Bombay film indus¬ 
try is nicknamed] is that it’s so 
ripe for queer readings,” says Gay- 
atri Gopinath, an Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor of Women and Gender 
Studies at UC Davis. Gopinath 
presents Queer Bollywood, a show 
of clips with Javid Syed, an Indian 
immigrant and queer activist, on 
Sat., Sept. 28, at the Jon Sims Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts. 


Gopinath and Syed have 
waded through countless Hindi 
films and learned to look beyond 
the heterosexual song-and-dance 
sequences to find where queer 
boys and girls might see a little bit 
of themselves reflected. For exam¬ 
ple, in the costume drama Razia 
Sultan, about a 13th-century 
Muslim empress, the princess and 
her lady-in-waiting go on a girls’ 
night out on the river, and is that 
a girl-on-girl kiss behind a great 
white fan? Or in the superhit out¬ 
law film Sholay, macho superstars 
Amitabh Bachchan and Dhar- 
mendra sing to each other, “I will 
never desert our friendship. Even 
if my breath leaves me, I cannot 
desert your companionship.” 

Such protestations of undying 
friendship sound pretty campy to 
Western audiences. But in India, 
male buddy films are very popu¬ 
lar, and easy physical intimacy be¬ 
tween men doesn’t necessarily 
raise any eyebrows. It’s a segregat-

Mango Souffle is all about gay 
men in urban India balancing 
love, sex and family duties. Even 
the crossover hit Monsoon Wed¬ 
ding has its own gay character. 
But the post- Fire representations 
are quite limited, argues 
Gopinath, “in how they subscribe 
to a model of ‘gay, urban cos¬ 
mopolitanism.’” 

Queer Bollywood tries to look 
at all the representations that got 
left out in the process. It journeys 
back to a world where gayness had 
to be read into casually dropped 
clues — the arch of an eyebrow, 
the lyrics of a song, a man in a 
sari. It’s a world of eunuchs, sissy 
boys and butch women in uni¬ 
forms. Whether the director 
meant any gay subtext is beside 
the point. The point, says 
Gopinath and Syed, is what the 
viewer makes of the images. ▼

Separation of sexes also means 
women get to play-act as men, 
and vice versa. In the blockbuster 
Hum Apke Hain Koun, Madhuri 
Dixit dances for a brief moment 
with a cute butch dressed as the 
male hero. In Mera Naam, Joker 
Padmini cuts her hair and takes to 
the road dressed as a boy. In 
Baazi, prettyboy hero Aamir 
Khan gets to wear wig, high heels 
and maxi dress to entrap the vil¬ 
lain. 

But none of this made anyone 
gay — it was all fun and games 
and pretense. Fire changed all 
that. The Deepa Mehta film about 
middle-class married women in 
Delhi falling in love with each 
other broke open the celluloid 
closet. “Homosociality is now 
seen as suspect rather than inno¬ 
cent,” explains Gopinath. Men are 
not quite so ready to hold hands 
and swear undying love. On the 
other hand, more explicitly gay 
characters are popping up. In 
Bombay Boys, an indie film, three 
Indians from the West going to 
search for their roots encounter a 
bona fide Indian gay man played 
by Roshan Seth. The upcoming 
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T.E. Lawrence (Peter OToole) and Sheik Ali ibn el Kharish (Omar Sharif) face the dangers of the desert. 


Desert storm revisited 


Lawrence of Arabia rides across the Castro

1 ho was Lawrence of Ara- 
,,, bia? David Lean’s cele- 
1 brated 1962 epic film of 
that name doesn’t tell us, but, with 
a restruck print and new digital 
sound, it plays the Castro Theatre 
September 27-October 3. Despite 
the unanswered question, it’s 
worth seeing. 

T. E. Lawrence (1888-1935) 
was an Oxford-educated illegiti¬ 
mate son of well-to-do parents. 
During World War I, he was an 
officer stationed in Egypt. Lean’s 
film begins with Lawrence (Peter 
O’Toole) racing his motorcycle 
along the English countryside, 
then switches to a memorial ser¬ 
vice following his burial. These 
scenes are intended to establish 
his recklessness and controversial 
reputation. 

The rest of the movie is 
chronological. While in Cairo, 
Lawrence impresses a wily British 
diplomat (Claude Rains), who 
persuades the skeptical comman¬ 
der (a blustery Donald Wolfit) to 
send him across the Arabian 
Desert to find Prince Feisal (Alec 
Guinness). He succeeds, then un¬ 
dertakes an unauthorized mission 
of liberating the Arab tribes from 
the Turkish Empire. (During 
World War I, Turkey allied herself 
with Germany.) Showing consid¬ 
erable military ingenuity, he con¬ 
vinces several tribal chieftains, in¬ 
cluding two played by Omar 
Sharif and Anthony Quinn, to at¬ 
tack the fortified port city of 
Aqaba from the desert, considered 
impossible. All the Turkish ar¬ 
tillery there faces the Arabian Sea 
and cannot be turned around, he 
argues. Reluctantly, the Arabs 
agree. 

The trek across the desert is 
brutal, but Lawrence’s daring is 
rewarded with victory. Embold¬ 
ened, he returns to Cairo to meet 
the British Commander, General 
Allenby (Jack Hawkins), who 
agrees to provide more support 
for guerrilla warfare against the 
Turks by Lawrence and the 
Bedouins. But Lawrence’s hopes 
for a united Arab state following 
the end of the war collide with 
what the French and British for¬ 
eign offices have planned — they 
have already agreed on how to di¬ 
vide the Ottoman Empire. 

The film looks gorgeous. Shot 


in Jordan and Morocco, Frederick 
A. Young’s cinematography cap¬ 
tures the desert’s terrifying 
majesty and vast beauty. Maurice 
Jarre’s score is also epic, if not 
subtle. The script is simplistic, ig¬ 
noring, among other things, the 
scholarly debate about Lawrence’s 
sexuality that has raged for 
decades. 

Disrobing in Damascus 

In his 1926 book, The Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom, Lawrence dis¬ 
cussed homosexual rape. Some 
writers claim it was his own fan¬ 
tasy, while others insist it relates to 
his actual experience while im¬ 
prisoned by the Turks. The film 
skirts the issue. Lawrence (for un¬ 
clear reasons) allows himself to be 
captured in Damascus. The Turk¬ 
ish Bey (Jose Ferrer) finds his face 
“interesting,” removes his robe, 
and admires his white skin. The 
gesture is forcefully rebuffed, and 
Ferrer orders him to be whipped, 
while he undresses and watches 
from his sleeping quarters. (In 
real life, Lawrence was under¬ 
standably traumatized by the 
rape, and it affected his subse¬ 
quent behavior. The movie attrib¬ 
utes that change to the beating.) 

In his star-making role, O’¬ 
Toole, who got the part after Mar¬ 
lon Brando and Albert Finney re¬ 
jected it, is a handsome Lawrence, 
especially when donning the 
white robes given to him by the 
smitten Sharif, who is dressed in 
black — they look like a bride and 
groom. Within the limits of the 
staid script, he brings color to the 
part and suggests an idealistic yet 
vain and arrogant man. Sharif, 
too, became famous for his doe¬ 
eyed, aristocratic Ali, and shows 
more passion than he would in 
later roles. 

Quinn, Hollywood’s all-pur¬ 
pose interpreter of ethnic roles, 
wears a false nose and livens 
things up with his shouting. Rains 
is. fine, although a bit restrained. 
Arthur Kennedy is terrific as a 
cynical American photojournalist 
out to create the Lawrence legend, 
and Ferrer is menacing as the sex¬ 
ually intrigued Bey. But the best 
performances are by Hawkins as 
the pragmatic Allenby, and Guin¬ 
ness, who plays Feisal (founder of 
the modern Saudi Arabian king¬ 
dom) as effete, erudite, and dead¬ 
ly as a cobra. 

At nearly four hours (includ¬ 


ing intermission), this is a lot of 
desert, but Lawrence was a smash, 
winning seven Oscars, including 
Best Picture, Director, Screenplay 
(credit in 1962 was denied to the 
blacklisted Wilson, but is now re¬ 
stored), Cinematography, and 
Music. Anyone who wants to see 
what Hollywood epics were like be¬ 
fore the digital revolution should 
find Lawrence fascinating. ▼ 
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shade on that Bay Area (and dare I 
say world) icon, the Golden Gate. 
Indeed, his obsessive focus on it 
has been compared to Cezanne’s 
with Mt. San Victoire, or Monet’s 
with his haystacks, the gardens at 
Giverny, or the facade of Rouen 
Cathedral. And though all that is 
perfectly true, Misrach is a photog¬ 
rapher and not an independent 
maker of things, like a painter. The 
studied seriality of his images also 
reflects that of the photograph-in¬ 
fluenced work of figures as dis¬ 
parate as Warhol, Alex Katz, and 
Gerhard Richter, which puts him 
squarely in the line of contempo¬ 
rary art practice. Like any good 
artist, Misrach chooses what to 
show and what to ignore. He crops 
the Berkeley Marina and anything 
else that inhibits his view to the 
horizon, and the magnitude given 
the sky dwarfs all the other visual 
information. 

Take, for instance, “12-15-99 
5:14 PM,” where an almost unnat¬ 
ural yellow-citron saturates the 


clouds above the bridge, or an 
even more wintry-looking“3-19- 
99 11:14 PM,” with its cold slate 
blue like a harbinger of rain. Even 
more startling is “3-3-98 6:30 
PM,” with its lush wash of burnt 
red leading to black, with bits of 
spotty detail like surrealist things 
in an Yves Tanguy painting; or the 
violet-magenta sky over a silver, 
milky bay in “3-20-00 4:05-5:00 
AM,” which covers a far longer 
duration than most of the pic¬ 
tures in the show. 

The sudden snaps are just as 
effective and moving as the longer 
exposures, perhaps because of 
their poignancy. What we see is 
fleeting, and we’ll never see it 
again. It’s like the jolt we get from 
a lover’s face, or a sudden look 
from them, open, free, and totally 
unforced. Misrach’s colors are as 
straightforward as these moments 
from one’s life. Truth to appear¬ 
ances is what gives his pictures 
such power and poetic pull. His 
show is an eye-opener, and a med¬ 
itation, too. ▼

Poor 
Mom! She overlooked the razor- 
blade set that Lee’s kept hidden 
under her bedroom mattress. 

Once settled among her loved 
ones, Lee falls back into making 
little slits on her flesh, until she 
gets a job as a secretary. 

As fate would deign, her boss, 
Mr. Grey (James Spader), seems 
to have a sadistic streak that caus¬ 
es Lee to fall in love with him im¬ 
mediately and give up self-muti¬ 
lation. 

Soon she’s making typing er¬ 
rors so her boss will spank her. 
Spanking leads to further punish¬ 
ments, and eventually a blissful 
Lee is carrying out her duties with 
her hands chained to a pole at¬ 
tached to a neck brace. 

While not overtly lesbian or 
gay, Secretary will thrill those of 
you with the penchant for a little 
discipline. And it does explain the 


joys of such an arrangement for 
the rest of you who find vanilla 
sex adequate. 

Thankfully, Ms. Gyllenhaal, as 
talented as her brother Jake, is up 
to the demands of the role. In¬ 
stead of applauding her, she 
makes you want to run to the hall 


closet and get down the cat-o’- 
nine-tails. “Take that, you fine ac¬ 
tress. Take that!” What better re¬ 
sponse could a performance elic¬ 
it? ▼

H t’s one of those cosmic laws, I 

guess. No sooner had I turned 
1 in the list of Excessive Porn 
that I was asked to compile for the 
Folsom Street Fair program — 
fetish video that was the first, 
best-known, or best in its genre — 
than I got the one that should 
have been at the top of the list. 
Raging Stallion’s brand-new Fist- 
pack One, Chris Ward’s Extreme 
Penetration is simply The Best 
Fisting Movie I’ve Seen. No previ¬ 
ous fisting film has scored so per¬ 
fectly in its three important as¬ 
pects: performer’s talent, direc¬ 
tor’s vision, and the artisan’s craft 
with which it’s all delivered. 

Sex isn’t a ping pong game, 
although most videos make 
it look like one, and fisting, 
especially, should not be 
a rushed event. It cer¬ 
tainly isn’t, in Fistpack’s 
long scenes. The first 
two average a half-hour 
each, and the finale is 
over an 
hour, so 
we see the 
action 

nearly as it played out in real time. 
Like those bel canto operas that ac¬ 
tually seem shorter and make 
more sense when their “tradition¬ 
al” cuts are restored, the assurance 
of Fistpack to lay back and open 
wide proves there’s no better way 
than to slowly get lost in the cloud¬ 
ed consciousness of sexuality. 

And then there’s director 
Ward’s marvelous editing, which 
sustains the mesmerizing flow by 
foregoing the standard quick-cuts 
for morphing elisions. The cam¬ 
era holds its view confidently, and 
glides when it moves (much cred¬ 
it to Ward’s collaborators D^vid 
Hempling, JD Slater, and Leif 
Gobo). With the restraint shown 
in editing, the effect is as smooth 
as if you never blinked. And the 
action is such perfection that you 
wouldn’t want to, anyway. 

The first scene, which spills us 
into the action even as the brief 
credits roll by, is so intently fo¬ 


cused on the action that it’s only 
slowly that we realize its players 
are nearly anonymous. Hernan¬ 
do’s face is briefly shown; of his 
Top, all we can discern is that 
he’s the city’s Master 
Fister, and has bright 
red hair on his fore¬ 
arms. He works Her¬ 
nando’s hole with 
slow skill, till finally 
it’s open so wide you 
could mistake it for the 
Stargate. 
It’s cer¬ 
tainly as 
transport¬ 
ing. Precum dangles in such a 
long crystal strand from Hernan¬ 
do’s cock that it twirls in a huge 
circle, as it recoils from the Mas¬ 
ter’s rapid plunging of alternating 
fists. 

Sweet lips 

Massive top Mac Masters is 
draped in muscle and leather in 
the second scene, and the veins on 
his arms bulge as he works fist 
and dildo into Simon Cox. If you 
ever thought ass lips could be po¬ 
etry in motion, watch the tight 
grasp of Simon’s as they slide 
along a dildo’s hefty girth. Rim¬ 
ming is a colorfully high-contrast 
affair for this couple — it’s bright 
pink tongue into swirls of dark 
and molten chocolate. 

Everybody on Folsom Street is 
gonna want the sexy little outfit 
that Aaron Tanner wears so suave¬ 
ly in Fistpack’s finale. This snappy 
little wrestler’s singlet, in black 


leather with red piping, has the 
crotch and ass cut out, and jock¬ 
like straps around the thigh. I’d 
like to see this outfit looming on 
a Calvin Klein billboard over 
Times Square. What a perfect set¬ 
ting for the diadem of Tanner’s 
pert pink cock. Studly Tom Vacar- 
ro gives Aaron’s ass royal treat¬ 
ment with buttplug and dildo, be¬ 
fore Sky Donovan enters, cava¬ 
lierly showing off his buttplug. 
The two bottoms 69 their plugs, 
and ultimately offer their fine, fine 
bottoms to Tom, as well as each 
other, in a sweaty round-robin of 
fisting. This has got to be the 
scene of the year; unique in its ex¬ 
tended toy play, and savory in its 
depth of feeling. Sure cleaned out 
my intestinal flora. 

Follow the advice of another 
famous group with the RS initials, 
and Play This Movie Loud, be¬ 
cause JD Slater’s music is sensa¬ 
tional. Ward’s work in Fistpack 
ranks with Christopher Rage for 
obsession (but without the her¬ 
metic isolation), Robert Wilson 
for ensnaring time spans, and no 
other pornographer I know for its 
intensity of focus and singular, 
calm strength. Those of you not 
into fisting might be hoping Ward 
will bring this style of filmmaking 
to something less specialized. Oh, 
wait — he has. It’s called Sexus, 
and I’ll tell you all about it next 
time. ▼

wage war against him; one never 
knows how an enraged animal will 
respond. Our own intelligence re¬ 
ports indicate we are at far greater 
risk from sleeper terrorists in New 
Jersey than from Iraq. What’s 
more, none of our intelligence in¬ 
dicates any connection whatsoev¬ 
er between Hussein and A1 Qaeda. 
The same cannot be said of our 
good friends, the Saudis,

Just because Tony Blair 
had a brain transplant doesn’t 
mean the rest of the UN security 
chieftains have. We have no moral 
standing on Iraq. Should we go to 
war without giving weapons in¬ 
spections a try, we risk our very 
national soul. Wasn’t one Vietnam 
enough?

U ust when you thought it was 
safe for Miss America to go 
back in the water, the US is 
literally up in arms again. We hate 
to say it, but violence in the Mid¬ 
dle East may have escalated again 
just in time to momentarily stay 
the hand of the Bush Administra¬ 
tion as it launches a grenade into 
the region.

Sudsy, sappy, and we simply can’t 
believe that even in the dyke 
mecca City by the Bay, an all-fe¬ 
male (it isn’t, just seems that way) 
medical practice exists. Especially 
since all these chicks are hopeless¬ 
ly hetero. A big zzzz. 

Still, PM isn’t as bad as MDs, 
which makes NBC’s tediously 
scatological sitcom Scrubs look 
smart. We kind of liked Chicago 
Hope for the first season and a 
half, before David Kelley’s stark 
production went AWOL into 
magical realism. MDs strives for 
the cosmic flair of CH, the bloody 
realism of ER, and the political 
edge of Oz: the result is an icky 
pastiche of styles and ideas that 
never comes together. We applaud 
the concept of doctors who want 
to buck the system, but we’d like 
them to be able to save our lives 
while they do so. Mission Gener¬ 


al is a hospital you want to avoid. 
Stick with the tried and true for 
Wednesday nights: L&O has legs 
for a reason. 

The best new show of the sea¬ 
son is ABC’s stylish, noirish, Twin 
Peaks-ish Push, Nevada. The show 
is terrific in its own right, but also 
a game show in which you can 
play to win the big moolah that 
was stolen at the casino in the sea¬ 
son opener. Call this Survivor 
without the bugs. It’s smart and 
sexy (oh, did we love that tattoo 
scene or what? How homoerotic 
can you get with straight men on 
prime time?), superbly acted and 
even more marvelously edited. We 
applaud creators Ben Affleck (that 
Oscar wasn’t a fluke) and Sean 
Bailey. This show has only one 
downside: it’s in the same time 
slot as Will & Grace. But that’s 
why God invented VCRs. 

The next best new show is 
FOX’s John Doe, a noirish sci-fi 
identity thriller that picks up 
where X-Files left off, and it’s com¬ 
peting against nothing but Date¬ 
line and CBS’s bad new cop show, 
Hack, on that dead TV night, Fri¬ 
day. Dominic Purcell is a hot and 
just-short-of-hunky amnesiac who 
may or may not be an extraterres¬ 
trial or government experiment. 

Survivor is back for round five, 
this time in Thailand, making for 
lots of misery from flora, fauna 
and heat. The tribe booted John, 
the 40-year-old pastor from 
Louisiana, on last week’s debut. 
Tolerance for the Bible-toting has 
always been limited in the Sur¬ 
vivor series. Let’s see who goes 
tonight.T

Ozon’s 8 Women 

A Arts cover 

Beth Hughes, Virginia Grey, 
Hedda Hopper and Butterfly Mc¬ 
Queen. This isn’t just a dream 
cast, it’s the Ripley's Believe It or 
Not cast of all time. Who would 
have the balls to do it again? 

Ozon’s dream cast for 8 
Women, Which assembles divas 
from over five decades of French 
cinema — Danielle Darrieux, 
Catherine Deneuve, Isabelle Hup- 
pert, Virginie Ledoyen, Ludivine 
Sagnier, Fanny Ardant, Em- 
manuelle B£art and Firmine 
Richard — would have seemed 
and would have been impossible 
for a filmmaker who’s in his early 
’30s to. gather, had it not been for 
an earlier film. 

Ozon’s Under the Sand had 
been a bitch of a job to mount. “It 
was difficult to produce because 
nobody believed in the story,” he 
said in a recent interview. “Every¬ 
body thought it would be a failure 
because of Charlotte Rampling, she 
was very old-fashioned for all the 
French producers, and the story 
seemed very sad for everybody.” 

Against all odds, Under the 
Sand was a hit. “After this one, all 
the French actresses wanted to 
work with me, so I took this pre¬ 
text to make 8 Women. I thought 
it would be a good idea to make a 
film with an all-female cast, be¬ 
cause I had to deal with my obses¬ 
sions about women. You have to 
see the film to understand me. I 
wanted to tell a story without 
men, because women don’t need 
men to live, and it’s the opposite 
for men, because men need 
women. I wanted to show a world 
without men, to speak about the 
relationships between women. 
People imagine them always as ri¬ 
valries, but in my film it begins as 
a world ofcatfights, and in the 
end it’s a world of solidarity, of 
complicity, of understanding.” 

In Under the Sand, the Char¬ 
lotte Rampling character is faced 
with the sudden disappearance of 
her husband. In practically all of 
Ozon’s films, the death of a char¬ 
acter figures prominently, usually 
the death of a man. “I need to kill 
in films maybe because I’m not 
able to kill in life, and very often 
it’s a man that I kill. I don’t know 
if it’s my father or another man. 
It’s important for me to show 
people without the other, I think 
the disappearance of someone 
can oblige you to become your¬ 
self. You have a need to kill, in a 
Symbolist way, people around 
you. It can be your family, it can 
be your sister. To become yourself, 
you have to have a way with mur¬ 
ders.” Ozon flashed his sexiest 
smile and purred, “I’m not a seri¬ 
al killer. Yes, but in films, I am.” 

Ozon admitted that he could 
easily have been intimidated by 
the daunting task of directing 
eight hugely successful egos, each 
used to being the only star in the 
room. But the goal he’d set for 
himself didn’t allow for such in¬ 
dulgences. He was not just mak¬ 
ing a film with eight stars, but was 
making it in an almost vanished 
visual style: the supersaturated 
color-rich look of early Techni¬ 
color. It would be a film that 
would contain an Agatha 
Christie-like mystery, against the 
backdrop of a Vincente Minnelli 
musical, with just a hint of the 
spice of one of those Douglas Sirk 
melodramas that rolled off the as¬ 
sembly lines of Universal in the 
’50s. 

While his eight women often 
cite his Fassbinder homage, Water 
Drops on Burning Rocks, as their 
reason for working with him, 
Ozon has a hunch that the process 
was a bit more complicated. “For 
many actresses, the most impor¬ 
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Director Frangois Ozon on the set of 8 Women 


tant film from me was Under the 
Sand, because they believed in me 
after seeing this film. They under¬ 
stood I was able to film a woman 
of 50 years old and make her 
beautiful,” he said. “But the ac¬ 
tresses preferred to speak about 
Water Drops because Charlotte 
Rampling’s in the other one, and 
this can stir rivalries between ac¬ 
tresses.” 


Ozon remains fiercely loyal to 
Rampling, his first diva, and the 
two have just finished another 
film, The Swimming Pool (some¬ 
what inspired by the earlier, riot- 
inducing See the Sea), which 
probably won’t be released in the 
States until next year. T
